wtiich  in  this  and  the  next  year  palled  ihn)’ 
three  editions.  This  poem  was  infcvibcd  to 
Loul  CoMi.im  -j*,  and  on  its  tirll  appcaiun^c 
as  received  bv  the  wi>r!d  with  great  appro¬ 
bation,  though  It  has  (ince  been  unaccoun’- 
fcbly  iicgleClcd.  Lord  Lyttelton,  in  a  popu¬ 
lar  publication,  called  “  Common  Scale, ’’ 
and  in  a  piKiiii  adJrelled  to  the  author,  prail- 
ed  It  in  llic  warmclt  terms ;  .and  IV.

Eoth  thefe  pieces 
Iccm  to  Ivave  hetn  written  with  a  view  to 
incite  the  public  to  relent  the  miibeluviour 
of  the  .Spaiu.irds,  and  the  latter  haU  a  very 
coiilidc  t  able  cile^L 

'Hie  pehtical  dilfcr.lions  at  this  period  rag¬ 


ed  with  great  violence,  and  more  efi>ecially 
in  the  metropolis.  In  the  yc;ir  1739,  Sir 
(.ieiM  ge  Champion,  tvho  was  next  in  rota¬ 
tion  b>r  the  cliief  magillracy,  h.ad  otfcnded  a 
m.ajority  of  his  conlliincntv,  by  voting  with 
the  Coiut  party  in  the  hufinefs  of  the  Sj>a- 
nilh  Convention.  This  determined  them  to 
fet  him  alide,  and  chafe  tlie  next  to  liim  in 
fenimity  ;  accordingly  Sir  John  S.ilter  was 
cholcn  on  Michaelm.ts-d.iy,  and  oti  ilu>  ckc.i- 
fioii  Mr.  Glover  tot)k  a  very  atlive  part 
(>n  the  fuccceding  year  the  fame  rcfolution 
ot  the'm.'iKirity  contifuung,  Mr.  Glover  pr»f- 
fided  at  Vintners- 1  bill,  Sept.  25,  .ala  nKcting 
of  tlui  Livery,  to  coidider  of  two  proper 
peifons  to  he  recommended  to  the  Court  of 
Aldermen,  when  it  was  lefolvcd  to  fupport 
the  nomination  of  Sir  Robert  Cn>dfch:ili  and 
licorge  He.ithcote,  KUj.  who  being  returned 
to  the  Court  of  Aldtfi  luea,  the  kilter  gentio- 
rnan  w.as  cliofen  ;  but  lie  declining  the  of¬ 
fice,  another  meeting  of  the  Livery  was  held 
at  V’intneis-H.dl,  Oct.  13,  when  Mr. Glover 

ag. aiii  was  called  to  the  cliair,  and  the  all'em- 
bly  came  to  a  relolutlon  to  return  Humphrey 

r. irfons,  Efip  and  Sir  Koliert  Godlchall  to 
the  Court  of  Aldermen,  who  made  choice  of 
the  former  to  fill  the  olVica.  On  the  191I1  of 
November,  arnnher,  meeting  was  held  at 
Vintners- Hall,  when  Mr.  Glover  pronounced 
an  eulogium  on  Sir  jolm  Jkiinard,  and  ail- 
vifed  the  Livery  to  chufe  him  tme  of  their 
reprefeiitativcs,  not  withltanding  his  intention 
to  refign.  On  all  thefe  occ.ifu)ns  he  acquit¬ 
ted  himfelf  in  a  very  able  m.anner.  His 
fjvicthes  .at  all  thefe  meetings  were  elegant, 
fpirited,  and  adapted. 

lUs  talents  fW  public  fpe.aking,  his  know¬ 
ledge  »'f  political  alLurs,  and  his  infi’rm.»tioii 
concerning  tr.ule  and  commerce  loon  after- 
wai'ilft  pointed  him  out  to  tlie  merchants  of 
London  as  a  pnqier  perlon  to  coududl  their 
.ipplic.ation  to  Ikull.inicnt  on  the  fubjedt  ot 
the  ncgledt  of  their  trade.  He  accepted  flic 
office,  and  in  fnmming  the  evidence  gave 
very  Itriking  proofs  of  Ins  oratorical  powers. 
ThL  fpcccli  was  pronounced  |.\n.  27,  1742, 
and  u.is  aftei  wards  puhlilhed  v-ndcr  the  titfe 
of  “  A  flioit  Account  of  the  kite  Applica¬ 
tion  to  I’.irhamcnt  m.ide  by  the  Merchants  of

for  fome  time  on  account  of  the  emh.arrair- 
nient  in  his  circumltanc.es,  fent  him,  it  is 
f.iid,  150  d.  The  PiiM  '.c  died  m  Much  i7^i» 
:*nd  in  May  following  Mr.  Glover  was  once 
more  diawn  from  his  retreat  by  the  impor¬ 
tunity  of  Ills  friends,  and  iIimhI  candidate  for 
tire  place  of  Ch.amhei  l.iin  of  London.  It 
nr.fortun.atcly  Uil'fened  that  he  ilid  not  de¬ 
clare  himlelf  \m>l  molt  of  the  Livery  h.ad 
engaged  llieir  votes.  After  a  few’  days,  find¬ 
ing  th.it  his  antagonlit  g.nned  ground  upon  the 
p«)ll,  he  gave  up  the  c<Mitelt,  on  the  yth  of 
May  1751,  and  on  this  iK'calion  m.ade  the 
following  fpcech,  wliich  exluh-.iir.g  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  a  manly  religntd  phihift^phical  mind, 
in  unprofperous  circumlt.anccs,  deferves  to 
l»e  rendered  more  public.  It  was  as  follows :

The  fiift  page  of  the  play  fhocked 
me,  and  the  fudden  and  liealcd  anhver  of 
tiie  Queen  to  the  Rom.ui  amb.dlador’s  gentle 
addicts,  is  arrant  m.'idncis  ;  it  i>»,  indeed,  un¬ 
natural.  Ir  is  another  objection,  in  niy  opi¬ 
nion,  that  Boadicea  is  really  not  the  ohjeCl 
of  crime  and  puniflimcnf,  fo  much  as  pity  ; 
and,  notwithltanding  the  Itn  ng  paintings  of 
her  favagenefs,  1  caniu^t  help  wiliung  the 
had  got  the  better.  She  hail  heru  molt  un- 
julfly  and  o  itrageoully  injui  td  by  thole  uni* 
verfal  tyrants,  who  ought  never  ro  be  men¬ 
tioned  without  horror.  Ihmevir,  I  admire 
the  play  in  many  palfages,  and  think  the  two 
bfl  aCts  admirable.

'I'lic  Grand  Monarch  has  fomcfhing  to  do 
to  diiciplinc  his  Meinl)tM.s  of  Parliament, 
who,  like  unruly  fchool-hoys,  begin  to  be 
petulant,  and  even  to  rcmonllrate  againll  his 
dtCUturial  power;  but  he  holds  the  lalh  over 
tiicin  in  fuch  a  menacing  lone,  that  they 
find  it  in*  ll  convenient  to  yield  to  his  lt>- 
vcreigu  power.  Olx'diencc,  puie,  liinple, 
uiuclcrvcd  obedience,  is  the  whole  lum 
and  lubllance  of  the  duty  he  requires  at 
their  hands.  This  is  the  great  and  good 
Ring  who  has  taken  the  'I'hirteen  United 
Stales  of  .“Vintrica,  and  the  Seven  United 
High  and  Mighty  States  of  the  Netherlands 
—  twenty  free  States  in  all— all  tiuly  repub¬ 
lican — under  his  protecVion,  to  prelcrvc 
their  rights,  their  liberties,  privileges,  and 
immunities,  pure,  perte^l,  uiidiniiiiilhed 
and  uncontaininated  !  !  !  ^  Vet  this  is  the 
man,  who,  wuh  the  bcloiii  of  dcUru^ioti  - 
I->t si'OT ISM  — i weeps  down  every  vclligc  of 
liberty  and  the  rights  ol  mankind,  in  his 
own  cxtcnfive  populous  dominions,  leaving 
no  traces  of  pre-exiltent  liberty  behind. 
Here  we  leave  them  in  poirtlliuii  of  their 
benign  patron,  the  wonder  ot  the  world  1 

We  now  tome  to  difcliarge  a  debt  vve  in- 
ciMTcd  to  our  readers  in  our  lall  month’s 
Ipeculations  ;  tliat  is,  to  (hew  that  the  con¬ 
federation  which  thcFrcnrh  Cabinet  is  now 
forming  with  the  ntnurlt  airidnity  on  the 
Contiiu'ni  ot  Europe,  has  Us  ladical  »icfetts, 
and  the  feeds  of  its  own  dilfolulion  iii  its 
very  conliiiution,  it  the  other  powers  liad 
blit  found  and  able  politicians  to  guide 
tut  ir  attairs.  And, 

i  irlt,  A  elute,  intimate,  and  perfect  al¬ 
liance  bciwctii  the  Einpcior  ot  Gerinaiiy 
and  a  King  ot  France  is  a  grots  ablurdii y 
in  ilir  puiiiusot  Europe  in  general,  and  a 
flat  contutidi^ion  to  ttic  conltnution  of  the 
Getiiianic  Body  in  particular,  and  a  combi¬ 
nation  with  one  ot  Its  hereditary  enemies, 
pregnant  with  the  dctlcudion  of  the  Empire. 
An  Emperor  ot  G<  rmatiy  in  league  olfen- 
live  and  defcnfivc  with  Fiance,  is  icvietiy 
and  viriuaily  an  enemy  lo  ihc  general  bund 
ot  union  that  holds  the  Icvcral  parts  ot  the 
Empire  together :  and  every  fagacious 
Prince  ot  ihc  Empire  mult  ice  it,  and 
t<«kc  the  alarm  ere  long  and  ad  aceoidingly. 
E.vcn  thofc  who  ard  now  deeply  connetted 
with  the  Head,  cannot  be  free  fiom  appre- 
hcnri  ons  ot  danger  to  the  ditfcrcni  memoers 
of  the  Empire  from  that  alarming,  ominous 
iMd  ill-boding  alliance.  Fliis  doctrine  is  to 
^Wf-cvidcnt,  It  icaicely  needs  any  dernon- 
llration  or  illutlraiioii,  tor  he  that  runs  in.iv 
rc.id  and  undeiltand.  iiui,  lo  rciiiuvc  all 
cjs  111  ng —lie  It  I  ^incmbt  nd,  that  t!ic  luu- 
daimiiial  axiutn  ot  the  German  policy  was 
originally  f  rr  the  F.Icftors  to  ch'ifc  ooc  of 
tiuif  own  bod)  to  be  Emperor,  who  was 


not  too  powerful  in  his  hereditary  domU 
nioiM  or  mairimouial  acqutiitums  audiainily 
comredtions,  to  as  lo  enable  him  to  fwallow 
up  the  Empiic  by  piecctnral,  and  add  (he 
whole  or  greater  part  of  it  to  his  hereditary 
dominions  ;  )ci  not  to  chute  one  wtro  woa 
1*>  weak  and  impotriit  as  to  be  unable  to 
take  the  lead  as  Head  of  the  F.inpiic,  to 
protect  iilclf  againll  the  inroads  and  inva- 
lioiis  ot  the  Ottoman  Empire  on  one  hand, 
and  alto  to  guard  againlt  the  deiigiis  and 
machinations  ut  the  French  Court  on  the 
o;hcr  hand,  whofe  conilant,  invariable  aim 
lias  been  at  I'niverfal  Moiiarchvv  vvhich, 
wl*cn  obtained,  nrull  be  the  certain  deUriK- 
tioii  of  the  tlerinan  Empire.  Ebr  half  n 
Century  back  (he  Empire  has  had  little  to 
fear  troiu  the  pacific  difpoliitou  and  feeble 
troubled  itatc  of  the  Turkilh  empire.  The 
great  danger  that  remained  to  be  guarded 
againll  next  to  the  overgrown  power  of  the 
Empcior  is  the  ronitant  afpiring  of  tlie 
French  Kings  at  Univcrfal  Nliniarchy.  By 
the  prcfcnt  cont*  deration  a  door  is  thrown 
wide  o}>ca  for  both  thele  dangers  to  ru(h 
iiicliiiibly  in.o  tlie  very  heart  of  the  Fm- 
pirc.  Therefore  this  league  mult  be  broke 
up,  or  Grrmanv  'viH  bleed  at  every  pore, 
and  piobably  HU  a  general  iacrifice  to  uoc 
or  both  of  thele  Powers,  to  be  divided  be¬ 
tween  triem.  W'e  give  the  propofed  exchange 
of  Bavaria  f*jr  itic  Auflrian  Flanders,  as  <i 
tpecinicn  ot  their  plan,  or  the  firlt  bnk  ot 
tnc  cliain  forging  by  the  two  now  united 
Houles  of  Bourbon  and  Aultna,  tor  a  Icnuus 
waniing  to  all  the  Piinccs  ot  Germany  po¬ 
tent  and  impotent. 

'Ihis  alarm,  properly  inculcated  and  im¬ 
bibed  among  the  German  J’rinccs,  may 
opwfatc  etliCtu.illy  by  prcvciiuon,  wiUiouc 
diawing  tlie  iwotd  or  fheddirg  ot  blood. 
Ail  the  (-icf;tois  ought  to  fet  their  tacts 
againlt  chuimg  the  Emperor's  brother,  or 
any  of  that  Houic  to  be  King  of  the  Ro¬ 
mans;  and  all  the  Princes  of  the  Empire 
ought  to  countenance,  encourage  and  iti])- 
poit  them  in  It.  Fhe  fame  precaution  ongi  t 
to  be  taken  agamli  chufing  one  of  I'.at  ta- 
rtiily  to  be  Emperor  upon  the  next  dcmiic; 
tor  in  cafe  one  of  the  family  Ibould  fueccid 
either  as  King  of  the  Romans,  or  by  i(^n>r-> 
diaie  clettion  lo  the  throne,  they  would  nut 
only  cunfider  the  Imperial  diadesn  hetcdi- 
tary  in  their  family^  but  W'ould  feel  thein- 
ftlvcs  poweiful  enough  to  make  it  fo;  where¬ 
by  the  family  laifed  up  for  the  defence  of 
the  Empire  would  ultimately  be  enabled  i*> 
become  11$  conqueror  or  deftroyer,  in  cor.- 
juri^t.on  with  that  power  they  were  origi¬ 
nally  dntiiied  to  oppoie. 

I'indiiig  this  article  hath  led  us  into  a 
gicat  length  ot  ditcullion,  we  mull  relcrvc 
(he  iiivclti/)ation  ot  the  other  dctctls  of  the 
French  league  to  a  further  opportunity,  the

David  Gregory  of  Oxford,  .mother  of  the 
family,  the  DoC\or’s  confin,  pubhOied  an 
excellent  and  complete  Trc;itrfe  of  ARrono- 
my,  founded  upon  lire  principles,  anil  expla¬ 
natory  of  the  doiRrioe,  of  Sir  liaac  Newton, 
(attics  Gregory,  M.  P.  the  DoiRor’s  e.ldeR 
iiiotlicr,  fuccceded  dreir  f.itiier  as  l^rofelVor 
of  Medicine  in  King’s  College,  Aberdeen  : 
and  the  iXidor,  of  whom  we  write,  hasieft 
a  fon,  who  now  holds  the  oiHce  of  Profcllor 
of  the  loRilutions  of  MediCHre  in  t!ic  Cni- 
veiTity  of  Ed ini)iiigh,^m.ylc^ vacant  by  the 
eleflion  of  Dr.  Cullen  to  be  foie  IVofcRorof 
Pradice,  after  his  f.ilhcr's  death.  It  feems 
<0  be  t!ie  deRiuy  of  tins  family,  to  enlarge 
fcience,  and  inltiu6l  mankind  ;  and  we  hope, 
it  will  long  hold  this  hnnour.ihlc  diRin«Rion. 

1  hough  Dr.  Gregory’s  l.uher  died  whcii 
his  fon  w.(S  ver  y  young,  his  edintniion  was 
carefully  and  fuceef:  “illy  condui^cd  hy  idde 
and  fkilful  perlons,  who  were  att.iched  to 
his  father  and  family,  as  well  as  to  the  duty 
tliey  owed  to  their  pupil.  In  fiich  a  h.appy 
fitiiation  for  improvement.  Dr.  Gregory  made 
a  npid  progrefs  in  his  Rudies.  At  Aber¬ 
deen,  he  became  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
me  learned  l.angu.ages,  and  witli  his  own  ; 
fierc  he  finilhcd  his  courfc  of  philofophy,  and 
his  mathem.atical  Rudies ;  for  like  the  reR  of 
fns  anceRors,  he  was  deeply  vcifed  in  ma- 
tlicm.itical  knowledge.  And  in  this  admira¬ 
ble  fchool,  where  abRr.rdl  fcicncc  itfclf  has 
undergone  a  fignal  reformation,  and  has  learn¬ 
ed  tn  f|>eak  the  language  of  common  fenfe, 
and  to  adorn  itfclf  with  tlie  graces  of  taRc 
and  eloquence,  Pr,  Gregory  cultivated  an 
EuROfc.  Mao. 


elegant  and  jnlt  taife,  cle.arncfs  and  beauty 
of  cxprellion,  witli  ptccifiun  of  judgment* 
and  cxtenlivr  knowledge.  With  the  circle 
of  fcicncc,  he  pon'elied  a  great  (h.nc  of  com¬ 
mon  fciUr,  and  of  tlic  knowledge  of  men. 
This  he  difplays  in  his  writings  ;  and  evi. 
denily  carried  into  his  profeilion  a  fpirii  con¬ 
genial  to  that  of  tlie  GeirarJs  .md  Beatties, 
gentlemen  with  whom  he  lived  in  the  clo- 
Itlf  habits  of  friendihip. 

Having  hitilhed  at  Aberdeen  his  courfc  of 
ftiuly  in  languages,  arts,  and  philosophy,  in 
1742  he  went  to  Edinlnngh,  to  prufecuie 
the  Rudy  of  medicine. 

H.iving  aiteiuled  the  excellent  courfes  of 
tl>e  late  Dr.  Alcxandei  Moiuo,  the  celebra¬ 
ted  ProfetVor,  and  f.iihvr  i>f  Anatomy  there 
— of  Dr.  AlRon,  imi  the  Materia  Medic;i,  and 
Botany — of  Dr.  Plummer,  (hi  ChtmiRry — 
of  Dr.  Sincl.'^r,  the  elegant  and  favourite  feho- 
l.u  of  BiK'i'luavc,  on  the  InRitution  of  Mcd> 
cine — of  ilie  ’lag.a(:ion.s  Ruthej  forJ,  on  tl:c 
Pr.idlice  of  -MYilicme — he  went  to  Leyden  in 
1745,  I’.iris  in  174.6,  for  farther  im¬ 

provement. 

While  at  Leyden,  he  received  a  f|>nntane- 
ons  m.ii  k  of  the  cLtecm  in  which  he  was  held 
hy  thole  among  wIhu41,  and  hv  whom,  lie 
had  been  educ.ated,  in  having  the  degree  of 
l^odfor  of  IMiyfic  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
I’niverfity  of  Aberdeen  ;  and  when  he  retur¬ 
ned  there  from  Paris,  he  w'asappointcd  Proftf- 
for  of  Philofophy  in  King's  College.  He  held 
this  pr<)felU)i'fhip  forthice  or  four  years,  and 
during  iU.it  time  he  g3\e  lectures,  or  rather 
a  co.nplcle  couifc,  according  to  tlie  method 
of  education  in  lh.it  univcrfity,  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  impoitant  bianclies  of  knowledge, 
I.  M.nhematics.  2.  N.atural  ajul  Exj>erimep- 
tal  Philofcqthy..  3.  Ethics,  and  Moral  Ph!- 

Ivfophy. 

In  1754  went  to  London,  wliere  lie 
w.as  chofen  Fellow  of  tlie  Royal  Society,  and 
cultivated  the  acquainlance,  and  fixed  the 
clteem  and  friendfhip,  of  fume  of  the  me  R 
ddtinguifhed  htcratl  there.  Edw.ard  Mon¬ 
tague,  Efejuire,  an  eminent  mathematici:  n, 
and  worthy  man,  mamrained  a  firm  frlcnd- 
Rilp  fni  lie  Podlor,  f(>ijndcd  on  the  fimila- 
rity  of  their  manners  and  Rudies.  His  Lad\  , 
Mrs.  Montague,  and  George  Lord  Lyttelton* 
w'ere  of  the  number  of  his  friends ;  and  it  is 
not  improbable  but  he  wtxildtliave  continued 
in  London,  and  praCdifed  there  in  his  pt(.- 
felTioo,  if  tlie  death  of  his  brother  Janie.^-  Gre¬ 
gory,  M.  D.  and  Profeltor  of  Phyfic  in  King's 
College,  ill  1 756,  liad  not  occafi- 

QneJhis  being  recalled  to  his  native  univeility, 

C.  to 
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to  fill  the  chair  of  Profcrfor  of  Fliyfic,  varaixt 
by  his  brothrr’s  tlcath.  Jhs  (Kcopaliuas  iii 
phyfic  now  hc^an  to  he  aCViyc  :  he  Rave  a 
coutfe  of  legates  in  phyfic,  anJ  pia<^'iftil  in 
his  profeiTion,  with  uuiveifdl  applause. 

In  1766,  on  the  mournfnl  ore;  fi  m  of  the 
ilcalh  of  Dr.  Robert  Whytt,  the  ingcniou^> 
Profclfiir  of  the  Tlieory  ot  rhyfic  at  Ktlin- 
burgli,  Dr.  Gregory  w.as  called  to  fiiccced 
him,  as  his  M.»jeny’s  firlt  Phyfician  in  Scot¬ 
land  ;  and  about  the  fame  lime  he  w.as  eho- 
fen  to  fill  the  chair  of  Profelfor  of  the  Pr.ac- 
tice  t>f  Phyfic,  which  w.as  hili  refigned  by 
Dr.  Rutherford  ;  the  Truftees  of  that  Uni- 
veifity  being  ever  attentive  to  fiippoit  the 
high  reput.ilion  of  the  celcbi.>ted  fchool  of 
phyfic  there,  by  drawing  to  it,  from  every 
quarter,  phyficians  of  the  mol\  appioved  ta¬ 
lents  and  qu.alificalidns  in  the  feveral  branches 
of  medicine  they  are  appointed  to  teach. 
Dr.  Gregory  gave  three  fuccefiivc  conifer  of 
practical  lectures.  Afterwards  by  agreement 
■with  his  ingenious  colleague,  Dr.  CuUcn, 
they  le^lured  alternate  Ittlions,  (*n  ifie  Prac¬ 
tice  and  Inllitutions  (>f  MedtCine,  with  juit 
and  univcrfiil  approbation,  till  the  time  of 
Dr.  Gregory’s  death. 

'I  he  Dodtor  h.av:ng  att..ined  the  fiifi  dig¬ 
nities  of  his  piofcllion  in  tus  n.ilive  coiintiy, 
and  the  mof\  iinport.int  medical  l\.»tion  in  the 
timveility,  far  lioni  relaxing  from  tiiat  at¬ 
tention  to  the  duties  of  his*  profefiion  which 
h.ad  raifed  him,  cmlcavoured  to  merit  the 
rank  he  held  iii  it,  .and  in  the  public  efteem, 
by  tlill  grc..ter  exertions  of  laboui  and  allidu- 
ity.  It  was  during  this  lime  of  bufinefs  and 
occupation,  that  he  prepared  and  publilbtd 
Ills  pradtical  Syllabus  fi  r  the  vhc  of  Itii- 
dents,  which,  if  it  had  been  firnlhed,  would 
b;»ve  piovcd  a  scry  uleful  book  of  practice  ; 
and  hkcwde,  tlu  fe  admit evl  I  on  the 

IHities,  Office,  and  Studies  of  a  Phvfician. 

Dr.  Gicgoi),  for  many  years  before  his 
de.itit,  felt  the  .appm.ich  of  oite.ife,  and  ap- 
I'lehcnJcd,  from  .an  lictcdiriry  and  cruel 
pout,  the  prematute  death,  which  indeed 
tov*  Toon  put  a  period  (u  Ids  life  .lud  ul'ctul- 
ncls.  In  this  anxious  expcCi.ition,  he  had 
prep.iretl  that  admit  able  ptiKif  of  p.iternal  fo- 
hcitndr  and  fenfibdity,  *‘  A  Father’s  l>tga  y 
to  l.i>  L>auglitcrs.*’  Put  for  feme  d.iyq  and 
even  that  preceiiing  his  death,  he  had  been 
:<s  well  as  ufvul  ;  at  m.dnight,  tie  w.^s  left  in 
cochI  fpints  bv  OoCtor  johnflone,  late  Phy¬ 
fician  in  Worcellcr,  .it  in.it  tunc  lui  Clinical 


Clci  k  ;  ycl  M  nine  o’clcnk  in  the  morning 
of  thcienth  of  February  1773  he  w'as  found 
dead  in  his  bed. 

Dr  tJrcgqry  was  tall  in  perfon,  and  ic- 
markablc  for  thcfwccinefs  of  hib  diljvifition 
and  cou.nten.ance,  as  well  as  for  the  cafe  and 
opennefi  of  his  manners.  He  was  an  uni- 
vet  f.il  .i;id  elegant  fcludar,  an  cx|>ei  lenccd , 
learned,  fagacious  and  humane  pliyfici.an — a 
jirofcfTor,  who  bad  the  happy  talent  of  itUc- 
i'ening  Ivis  pupils,  and  of  diredlitig  their  at¬ 
tention  to  lubjcifls  of  tnqxirt.incc,  and  ot  ex- 
pl.iiuing  difficulties  with  fimplicity  and  clcar- 
nefs.  He  ctiteied  with  gt  eat  warmth  into 
the  interefts  and  condudl  of  his  he.^rers,  and 
gave  fitch  as  deferved  it  every  encouiageui6nt 
and  aflillancc  in  liis  jxiwer  :  open,  frank, 
focial.  and  uiulifguiied  in  his  life  atid  man¬ 
ners,  finccre  in  his  friendlhijis,  a  tender  hul- 
b.uid  am)  father  ;  .an  unatfeiflcd,  che.at  ful,  cati- 
did,  benevolent  man — a  faithful  chnltian. 
Dr.  Gregory’s  unexpected  death,  in  the 
height  of  Ills  ufcfulnefs,  and  with  appearan¬ 
ces  which  .Vlorded  hopes  of  its  continuance  tor 
a  much -longer  period,  w.is  oniverfally  la- 
maiited  as  a  public,  no  Icfs  than  a  private 
lofs ;  atid  Cience^  genius,  :ind  worth  will 
Iving  weep  over  his  grave. 

IV.  Gregory  married  m  1752,  Kllzabeih, 
d.ingh.ter  of  William  Lord  Forbes  :  he  lult 
this  amiable  l.ady  in  1761  :  flic  left  the  Doc¬ 
tor  three  fons  and  three  daugluers,  \i/. 
James  Gregory,  M.  D.  now  Profelfor  of 
Medic  ncin  FAlinburgh — Dorothea — Aniic — 
Klizabelh — William, (tmlent  of  Kaliol  College, 
Oxlord,and  nowin  tudtrs: — John — all, now 
living,  except  Elizabeth,  who  died  in  1771.

III.  The  next  work  puhlilbed'hy  Profef- 
fnr  Gregory  is  intitled,  Ri.kmfnis  of  the 
Practicr  of  Physic  for  the  ule  of  Sxe- 
pF.NTs,  1772,  rcpubliflied  1774. 

The  Dodlor  ioiemlcd  this  work  as  a 
TFXT  BOOK*,  to  he  ilUiftrated  hy  his  ledtnres 
on  the  pra^lice  of  pliyfic  ;  but  he  died  before 
be  had  fioifhed  i:,  and  before  he  had  hnilhed 
the  fiill  courfc  of  le^tuies  w  hich  he  gave  on 
that  text. 

The  Dollar’s  death  happened  wliile  he  was 
leduring  on  the  Plciiiify.  His  foil.  Dr, 
James  Gregory,  finifiied  that  courfe  of  lec¬ 
tures,  to  the  general  latisfacViun  of  the  Uni- 
veility  ;  and  he  therein  gave  ample  priK>f  of 
his  fitnefs  for  tlie  Itation  of  Prolelfor  of  Me¬ 
dicine,  which  ho  now  fills  with  great  honour 


to  himfelf,  .and  to  the  Univerfily— AV;  dfji* 
€:t  alter  aureui,' 

This  Gentleman  publiihed  in  1774,  a  fmal 
trad  of  his  father’s,  entitled  **  A  Kathf.r's 
Lfoacy  to  his  Dauchtcrs  which 
w'as  written  folely  for  their  ufe  (about  eight 
year-  before  the  author  tlied^  with  tlic  tcu- 
dereft  atfedion,  and  deepcll  concern  for  their 
happinefs.  This  work  U  a  moll  ami.ible 
dilpliy  of  the  piety  nnii  givulnefs  of  his  heart, 
and  Ins  conhimniaic  ktiowledgc  of  human  iia* 
lure,  and  t'f  tlie  world,  li  manifells  Inch 
folicitudc  for  their  welfare  as  llrongly  re¬ 
commends  the  advice  which  he  gives.

they  .are  much  below  it.  But  whatever  apo> 
logics  may  be  made  for  the  ignorance  and 
coufequent  Infolence  of  too  many  of  our  own 
lordUngs.  the  Great  Frederic,  the  pliilofo- 
pher  and  hero  of  the  North,  needs  no  fuch 
palliation  or  defence.  He  knows  what  feiH 
timents  are  liberal,  and  wmrtliy  of  mi  iii^ 
Rrudled  mind ;  infolence  and  contempt  m 
him  therefore  are  triply  aggravated,  triply 
odious.  But  when  that  contempt  is  bcRow* 
ed  on  abilities  fupeiinr  to  his  own,  it  h 
quite  unfuRerable.  Sir  W.  Temple  fays^ 
ten  thoufands  of  men  are  bom  with  abilities 
and  requifites  to  make  gre.-it  kings. generals  and 
Ratefmen,  for  one  th.it  is  bom  with  the  ca* 
lents  or  mind  necelTary  to  formthegreaC  poct« 
Yet  it  feems  his  accomplilhed  MajeRy  of 
Berlin  thought  it  blalphcnTy  iifelf  in  Voltairt 
even  to  dream  that  he  was  one  of  that 
order  of  juperior  and  beaven^defeenJed  Be¬ 
ings  called  kings !  H.id  I  read  this  of  James 
1.  fuch  infolence  would  have  been  in  cha- 
ra^er;  and  1  (hould  only  have  laughed  | 
but  in  Ihc  great  and  juRly-admimd  Frederic. 

it  is  intoler.ible. - Tims  far  had  ray  ReverU 

carried  my  indignation,  when  turning  ovev 
fume  numbers  of  the  fournal  dtt'Seavant^ 
which  lay  on  the  t.ible,  in  hope  of  fome 
amufemenr,  1  luckily  fell  upon  the  original 
verfes  of  Voltaire  and  his  MajeRy.  and  w;is 
.igrecably  deceived  on  finding  that  the  inlo- 
lence  which  had  chagrined  me.  lay  not  in 
the  French  of  the  king’s  reply,  but  in  the 
clumfy  turn  of  the  Englilh  tranRation.  Tlie 
original  ends  thus :

CUTHBERT  SHAW  was  born  at  Ra- 
venfworth,  near  Ricl.mond  inVorklhire, 
about  the  year  173^,  «'r  1739.  l^ij»f«»»hei 
was  aperfon  in  low  circunut.inccf,  and  follow* 
<cdibe  occupation  of  a  Oioenuker.  Our  Author 
was  firR  put  to  fcluMtl  at  kirkbyhiil,  in  h;s 
father’s  neighbouiluKKl  ;  but  he  was  loon  ir- 
inoved  to  Scorton,  live  miles  from  Rich¬ 
mond,  where,  after  having  gone  through  a 
common  courfc  of  education,  he  w  as  ap|H>iut* 
ed  Ulher.  Some  time  after  lie  became  L'lhcr 
to  the  Grammar- fchool  at  Darlington  under 
Mr.  Metcalf,  and,  while  iheie,  publiflicd  his 
firltPocm,  in  175^,  called**  Liberty.  Hum- 
f*  bly  infcr>feU  to  the  Rl.  Hon.  the  Karl  of 
Dailinglon,”  4to.  During  his  lefu'ence  allhis 
place  he  began  to  fliew  that  iirghgcncc  oi  the 
didlatcs  of  prudence,  and  the  luies  of  tecoiio- 
my,  which  maiked  his  liuurc  life,  itilumuch 
that  he  was  obliged  to  (juit  his  {Hilt  .'uul  the 
country  ;  .ind  with  noihmg  but  his  talents 
c.»mc  in  qUel\  of  fortune  to  the  nictiopolis. 

The  exa^\  time  of  Ins  ai  rival  in  London 
we  are  unable  to  afcei  taiu;  hut  we  are  ui. 
formed  tlut  his  tirll  empU*ymcnt  was  wruing 
paragraphs  and  clT.tys  for  the  new  ipapei  s.  In 
the  fpring  of  1760110  was  at  S^.  Kdmond's 
Bury,  probably  a  member  of  the  Norwich 
company  of  comcdnins,  and  publilhed  under 
tlic  name  of  W.  Seymour  **  OJ«s‘  on  the  Four 
Seafons,”  4:0.  a  performance  which  had  been 
one  of  his  youthful  prtHiudiions.  In  the  fum- 
mcr  of  that  year  he  joined  Mr.  Foote’s  hafty 
raifed  troop  with  which  tlut  gentleman 
opened  the  Ha)  market  with  **  the  .Minor,**  a 
play  tliat  w'as  acted  with  uncommon  fucceis 
thirty-live  nights,  and  in  which  Mr.  Slaw 
performed  the  part  of  Sir  Geoigc  Wealthy. 

The  winter  of  that  year  he  ^uCTcd  either 
in  Ireland  or  in  f'ome  country  comp.u'.y,  and 
in  the  fummer  of  1761  |>crforrued  at  IVury- 
Lane,  then  opened  by  Air.  Foote  and  Mr. 
Murphy.  On  the  19th  Odober  lie  appe.v- 
cd  at  Covent  Garden  in  the  clmra^er  of  Of- 
myn  in  Zara,  but  with  fo  little  fiiccefs  Chat  he 
never  was  permitted  to  perform  any  more  un¬ 


til  the  J4th  May  1762,  when  he  perfonated  ! 
Pierre  111  Venice  Prelei  ved  for  his  own  bene-  ' 

i 

lit.  He  poifellcd  but  few  of  the  requifitrs  \ 
for  the  Tlicatre  except  figure,  and  from  this 
lime  feems  to  have  ahaiuloneJ  a  pnrfurt  from 
which  he  was  likely  to  derive  neither  pfufit 
noi’  credit.  P'rom  this  period  w’e  hear  no  * 
pune  of  him  as  an  atlor.  ' 

In  the  beginning  of  tlic  year  1762  he 
relumed  the  ]x:n,  and  the  |K)c:ical  war  kind¬ 
led  up  by  Churchill  raging  at  that  juiidturc 
with  great  violence,  he  wrote  a  Satire,  called, 

**  The  P’our  Faitlnng  Candle.'',”  410.  in  , 
which  he  :»itacV:cd  Mell'.  Lloyd,  Churchill,  *  J 
Colnuii,  and  Shirley.  This  performance  | 
was  executed  witli  fome  fpirit  and  fuccef;', 
and  obtained  fo  much  notice  as  to  encourage 
him  to  proceed  as  an  author. 

In  1766,  he  publilhed  *‘  The  Race,  a 
Poem,”  4to.  m  wliuh  he  cli.'’r|iC'teuzeil  iJi« 
chief  jMiets  of  that  period,  and  lome  of  them 
With  great  fevcrily.  '1  Ins  poem  was  re- 
puhlilhed  and  enlarged  in  the  next  year,  it 
appe..is  from  it,  that  he  had,  by  this  time, 
no  w.ant  of  confidence  in  his  jhuvcis.  He 
had  learnt  to  deal  his  fatire  about  with  no 
unrpaiing  hand,  and  if  it  was  not  felt  by  the 
parties  againli  vvliom  it  was  directed,  it  was 
owing  to  no  lenity  or  foibearance  iu  the 
fatirilt. 

About  this  time  he  wrote  an  account  of 
the  virtues  of  a  then  popular  medicine,  called 
*‘  The  Beaumc  de  V'ic,**  and  was  admitted 
as  a  partner  to  a  pro|x>nion  of  the  profits 
arifing  from  it.  He  had  Inihei  to  led,  if  not 
a  protiigaie,  at  Icail  a  duiipatcd  life.  He 
feemed  fenfible  of  it  himieli,  and  fuon  after¬ 
wards  married,  and  fur  a  Ihoit  time  had  the 
cure  of  the  prefent  Eai  l  of  Clxrllerfield,  then 
an  infant,  to  inltrudt  him  in  the  firR  rudi¬ 
ments  of  literature.  He  alfo  put  forth  pro- 
pofals  for  publifhing  his  poems  by  fubferip- 
tion  ;  but  this  was  never  executed,  and 
returned  tlie  money  he  liad  received.  In 
1768,  he  loR  his  wife  in  child-bed,  of  her 
firR  child,  and  on  this  occafion  wrote  his

The  child,  which  was  a  daughter,  lived 
hut  a  fhorC  lime  after  its  mother,  and  Mr. 
Shaw  again  lamented  liisfscond  lufs  in  (trains 
not  inferior  to  the  former.*  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  iliefe  ptiems  introduced  him  to  the 
roiico  of  the  tirlf  Lord  Lyttelton,  wlio  cx- 
icllcd  the  author  in  the  highcll  terms ;  but 
he  derived  no  other  advantage  from  his  lord- 
fhlp’s  acquaintance. 

In  the  foregoing  Poems  are  many  allufions 
to  t(ie  mifery  of  their  Autlior,  independent 
of  the  circumftanccs  which  gave  rife  to  tiiem. 
He  was  at  this  pernxl  afflicted  with  difeafe, 
which  put  on  its  moft  difgraccful  form,  and 
rendered  him  an  obj’edt  almoft  offenfive  to 
f‘ght.  He  had  polfelfed  no  fmall  portion  of 
vanity  about  lus  porfon,  and  this  alteration 


a  ided  pungency  to  his  .ifnifl’ams.  He  how¬ 
ever  tiill  continued  to  write,  and  in  1769 
puhlithed  “  CorruiHion,  a  S.iiire,  infci  ibed  to 
*•  the  Uight  lliMiourah’c  Kicluid  Grenville 
**  K;u  l  1  cniple,”  410.  In  the  dedic.at'ion  he 
fpc.ik<  t)l  himlelf  in  the  following  terms  :

and  forming  a  cavity  there. 

The  organ  of  hearing  in  fifti  .appears  to 
grow  in  fize  with  the  animal,  for  its  fize  is 
nearly  in  the  fame  proportion  with  the  fizc 
of  the  animal,  which  is  not  the  cafe  with  the 
qaadruped,  ice.  tire  organs  being  in  them 
neaily  as  l.argc  in  the  growing  foetus  as  in 
the  adult. 

If  is  much  more  fimplc  In  fifh  than  In  a) I 
thofc  orders  of  animals  who  may  he  reckoned 
I'uperior,  fuch  as  qu.adru|>eds,  birds,  and 
ampluhious  animals,  hut  there  is  a  regular 
gradation  from  the  fil  l!  to  filh. 

It  varies  in  different  orders  of  fiih ;  Init  in 
all  it  confifts  of  three  curved  tubes,  all  of 
which  unite  with  tine  another ;  this  union 
forms  in  fome  only  a  canal,  as  in  the  cod, 
falmon,  ling,  kc.  and  in  others  a  pretty  large 
cavity,  as  in  the  ray  kind.  In  the  j.ick  thei  e 
is  an  oblong  bag,  or  blind  procefs,  which  is 
an  addition  to  thofc  canals,  and  whicli  com¬ 
municates  with  them  .it  their  imion.  In  the 
cod,  iiZ,  tills  union  of  the  tluee  tubes  Hands 
an  oval  cavity,  and  in  the  jack  there 
are  two  of  tlvifc  c.ivities;  tliclc  addition.il 
cavities  in  lliefc  filh  apjxiar  to  anfwer  the 
fame  purpofe  w’ith  the  cavity  in  the  ray  or 
cartil.iginous  filh,  which  is  the  union  of  tlic 
three  on.ils. 

The  w1m)1c  is  compofed  of  a  kind  of  carti¬ 
laginous  fuhftancc,  very  hard  or  firm  in  fomc 
puts,  .and  which  m  fomc  filh  is  cruHcd  over 
with  a  thin  bony  lamella,  fo  as  not  to  a!b)w 
them  to  coll.aptc  ;  for  as  the  Ikull  diKs  not

Each  tube  detci  lUes  more  than  a  femiclr- 
cle.  This  rcfembles  in  fome  refpedf  w  hat 
we  find  in  moft  other  animals,  but  differs  in 
the  part*  being  dillindf  from  the  Ikull. 

'I'w’o  of  the  fcmicirculnr  canals  .are  firrilar 
to  one  another,  may  be  called  a  pair,  aiul 
arc  placed  perpendicularly  ;  the  third  is  not  fo 
long  ;  in  iome  it  is  jdaced  horizoiH.ally,  unit¬ 
ing  as  it  .were  the  other  two  at  their  ends  or 
terminations.  In  the  fkate  it  is  fomething 
diffenent,  being  only  united  to  one  of  the 
perpendiculars. 

I'he  tw'o  perj>cndiciilai  s  unite  at  one  part 
in  one  canal,  by  one  arm  of  each  umcing, 
while  the  other  two  arms  or  liorns  liave  no 
corinedfian  with  each  oU;er,  and  the  arms  of 
the  horizontal  unite  w’ith  llie  other  two  arms 
of  the  perpendicular  near  tlie  entrance  inte 
the  common  cau.ol  or  cavity. 

Nc.ar  the  union  of  thole  canals  into  the 
common,  they  are  fwelled  out  into  round 
bags,  becoming  there  much  larger. 

In  the  r.ay  kind  they  all  termin.ate  in  one 
cavity,  as  has  been  obferved ;  and  in  the  cod 
they  terminate  in  one  canal,  wliich  In  ihei? 
filh  is  placed  upon  the  additional  c.aviry  or  ca¬ 
vities.  In  this  cavity  or  cavities  there  is  a 
Ixine  or  bones.  In  fome  there  are  two  bones ; 
as  the  j.ack  has  two  cavities,  we  find  in  one 
of  tliofe  cavities  two  bones,  and  in  the  other 
only  one  ;  in  the  r.ay  there  is  only  a  chalky 
fubltancc.  At  tins  union  of  the  two  perpen¬ 
diculars  in  fome  filli  enters  the  external 
communication,  or  what  may  be  called  the 
external  meatus.  This  is  the  cafe  with  all 
tlie  r.ay  kind,  the  external  orifice  of  w  hich  1$ 
fnuill,  and  placed  en  the  upper  rt.it  furface  of 
the  head  ;  but  it  is  not  every  genus  or  fpe* 
cies  of  fifh  that  has  tlie  external  opening. 

The  nerves  of  the  car  pafs  outwards  frorp 
the  brain,  and  apj^c.ir  to  terminate  at  once 
on  the  external  furf.acc  of  the  fwelling  <»f  ilic 
femicircular  tubes  .above  deferihed.  They 
do  not  ap|>e.ar  to  pafs  thi'eugh  tlwife  tubes  fo 
as  to  get  on  the  infidc,  as  is  fuppofetl  to  be 
tlic  cafe  in  qu.idru|aed.s ;  I  IhoiiUl  therefore 
very  much  lufpedt,  that  the  lining  of  tliofo 
tubes  in  the  qiudrupcd  is  not  nerve,  but  3 
kind  of  internal  i>erioltcu.m. 
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L  o  »  i>  Orrery. 

SPE  AklNCJ  of  the  no!»le  f.innly  of  Boyle, 
Dr  JohnfiMi  f.iid,  fh.it  all  tlic  Lord 
0,rcry.«,  till  the  prclen*,  had  hci-n 
1  he  hi  lt  wrote  fever.d  plays  ;  ilie  kcoml  uas 
Bentlc\’’s  .nntngonilf ;  the  third  wiotc  t!»e 
Life  of  Swift,  and  lcvcr.il  i>tl)cr  thljicti;  ;  his 
fiiii  H.nmillon  wrote  lomc  pa|>crs  in  The 
‘Venturer  .an<l  U  or  id.  He  told  m,  he  w.ts 
well  actjuaintcil  w  ith  Swift’s  Lord  Orrery. 
He  faid,  he  w.as  a  feeble-minded  man  ;  th;it, 
on  the  publication  of  Dr.  I^elany’s  Rem.arks 
on  his  book,  he  was  fo  much  alarmed  th.tt 
he  was  afraid  to  re.ad  them.  Dr.  Johnfon 
comforted  him,  by  telling  him  they  were 
both  in  the  right;  that  Djlany  h.id  feen  mol\ 
of  thcgoiid  fitleof  Swift — La.iid  (briery  imilt 
of  the  bad. —  M‘Le()d  alked,  if  it  w.is  not 
wrong  in  Orrery  to  exjR»U*  the  defe^ls  t)f  a 
man  with  whom  he  liveu  in  inrim.icy. — 
Johnfon.  •*  Why  no,  Sir,  after  the  man  is 
de.id  ;  for  then  it  is  done  hilfoi  lcally.”  He 
added,  “If  Lord  Orrery  had  been  rich,  he 
would  have  been  a  very  lilieral  patron.  His 
converfation  was  like  his  wi  Kings,  neat  and 
cleg.mt,  but  without  (Irengih.  He  grafped 
at  more  than  his  abilities  could  reach;  tiied 
to  pafb  for  a  better  talker,  a  better  writer, 
and  a  better  thinker,  than  be  was.  '1  here  was  a 
quarrel  between  lum  and  hisf.itber,  in  which 
his  f.itber  w.istt>  blame  ;Jiccavitc  it  aroie  fioni 
tbe  ton’s  not  allowing  his  wife  to  Kc-  p  com¬ 
pany  with  his  father’s  mittivts.  '1  he  old 
£  Mil  Ihewed  his  rcfeiitnient  in  his  will, — 
leav  ing  his  libraiy  from  his  Ton,  .and  alVignlng 
his  I  cal'on,  tli.it  he  could  not  m.ike  ulc  of  it.” 

I  mentioned  the  atVcd.ition  of  Onery,  in 
ending  ."’ll  his  letters  on  the  lafe  of  Swift  in 
Budied  varieties  of  phrale,  and  never  in  the 
common  mode  of  “  /  um  5:c.  an  ohterv.itioii 
which  1  remember  to  have  heen  made  leve- 
ral  years  ago  by  old  Mr.  Sliciid.an.  'I'his  fpe- 
cies  of  alTciilation  in  writing,  .as  a  fcreigii 
Luiy  of  dilbnguilhed  talents  once  retuarked 
to  me,  is  .almolt  peculiar  to  the  Englilh.  I 
l*M>k  up  a  volume  of  Dry  den,  containing  the 
Conc^uf/i  cf  (hanaduj  and  fever.d  other  plays, 
of  which  all  the  Dedications  had  fuch  Itudied 
conclufions.  Dr.  Jolinlon  laid,  loch  ccncla- 
fiuns  were  more  elegant,  and,  in  addrclVmg 
perfons  of  high  rank,  (as  when  Drydcn  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  Duke  of  York)  tlicy  were  like- 
avife  more  refpedlful.  1  agreed  that  there  it 
was  much  better  :  it  w.as  making  his  efcape 
from  the  Royal  prefence  with  a  genteel  fud- 
den  timidity,  in  place  of  havitig  the  refolutiun 
lo  fbnd  Bill,  and  make  a  formal  bow, 
KuRgp.  Ma«, 


Young. 

He  told  us,  the  full  lime  he  fjw  Dr. 
Young  was  at  rh^  houfe  of  Mr.  Rieluidlui*, 
the  author  of  Ct.^.i  ilfa.  He  was  lent  for,  tlut 
the  Dovlor  rtugbt  read  to  him  his  (’onjrlures 
0>j  which  he  did,  and 

Dr.  Joiiiiton  made  his  remarks;  and  he  was 
l«i  pnfed  to  find  Young  receive  .u  novelties 
what  he  thought  very  commom  ni.Mxims. 

He  faid  lie  believed  Young  was  not  a  gre.it 
fcholar,  nor  h.id  lludicd  regularly  the  art  of 
writing ;  lh.it  there  were  vciy  line  things  in 
his  Ni^ht  Thoughts^  though  you  could  not  Hud 
twenty  lines  together  without  fome.cxtrav.i- 
gance.  He  rcpe.ited  two  palTages  from  his 
Love  of  -  — the  char.idters  of  Brunetta 

and  Slcll.i,  which  he  pr.iiled  highly.  He  f.iid 
Young  preHyd  him  mucU  to  come  to  Well- 
wyu.  He  alw.iys  intended  it;  hut  never 
went.  He  was  foriy  wlien  Y^)Ullg  died. 
The  c.iule  of  quarrel  hetween  Young  .ind  his 
fun,he  told  us,  w.is,  that  his  fon  inlilted  Young 
Ihould  turn  away  a  clergym.in’s  widow',  wlx> 
lived  with  him,  and  who,  having  .acquired 
grc.1t  iiirtucnce  over  the  father,  w.is  f.iucy  to 
the  fon.  Dr.  Johnfon  f.iid,  the  could  not  con<» 
ceal  her  relentment  at  him,  for  laying  to 
Young,  that  “  an  old  man  ihi'iild  not  religii 
hinifelf  to  the  man.igement  of  any  body.” — 

I  alked  liim,  if  there  was  anv  improper  con- 
nci'lion  hetween  them. —  “  No,  Sir,  no  raoic 
lii.n  between  two  tt.itues. —  He  was  p.ilt 
fourfeore,  and  file  a  veiv  co.iil'e  woin.m. 

Slu*  read  to  him,  and,  1  luppol>,  made  hit 
cotlee,  ;iii-!  frothed  his  clu.M'late,  and  did 
Inch  things  as  an  old  m.iu  wdhes  lo  have 
done  tiM'  him.”

^Dr.  Doddrulge  being  mentioned,  he  ob- 
forved,  that  “  he  w.l^  author  of  one  of  tl»« 
finclt  epigi.ims  in  the  Englilh  Linguage.

The  fubjccl  is  his 
family -motto, — Dum  vivhnus^  viviiwui  ; 
which,  in  ’its  pnmaiy  lignific.ition,  is,  to  be 
fure,  not  very  luit.ible  lo  a  chnflian  divine; 
but  he  pni  aphraled  it  thus  :

It  w.as  wonderful  how'  well  lime  paflTcd  in 
a  remote  calflc,  aiul  in  dreary  we.ithcr.  Af¬ 
ter  lup|>er  w'C  talked  of  Pennant.

After  brc.akfaft,  Dr.  Johnfon  and  I,  and 
Jofepli,  nuHinted  horfes,  and  Col  and  tlie 
Captain  w.ilked  with  us  about  a  ihort  mile 
acivis  the  tHaad.  We  paid  a  vifit  to  the  Re-

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vcrend  Mr.  Ue6^or  M‘Le.m.  His  panfli 
co:ifilts  of  llie  illands  of  Col  anil  Tyr-yi. 

He  was  about  fcveiuy-fcven  yeais  <if  .iqe,  a 
^Icccnt  ccclefi.al\tck,  lllc)^«^l  in  a  full  foil  of 
blxk,  and  a  black  wig.  He  appeared  like 
a  Dutch  partor,  or  one  of  the  AlVcir.hly  of  Di¬ 
vines  at  \Vellminf\rr.  Dr.  Johnft'n  oi-lerved 
to  me  afteavard',  that  he  \v.»5  .i  line  old  mm, 
and  was  as  well  drcU'ed,  ar.d  had  as  much 
dignity  in  his  ap|iearance,  .is  the  dean  ol  .a 
calheilial.  We  were  told,  that  he  had  a  v.i- 
luable  library,  though  but  pinir  accomnuxhi- 
tion  for  it,  being  obliged  to  keep  Ins  books 
in  large  cherts.  It  was  curious  to  fee  him 
and  Dr.  Johnion  ti'gether.  Neither  of  them 
heard  very  ,dirtind\ly  ;  fo  each  of  them  talked 
in  tils  own  u’ay,  and  at  the  fame  time.  Mr. 
M‘Lean  f.iid,  he  had  a  Lonfutation  of  Ilayle, 
bv  Leibnitz.  Johnfon.  “  A  confutation  of 
hayle,  Sir  !  Wh.it  p.iit  of  Baylc  do  you  me..n  ? 
Thegreatert  p.a  t  of  his  writings  is  not  confuta¬ 
ble;  it  ishirtorical  aiul  Cl  itical.” — Mr.  M'Lcan 
faid,  “  the  ii  religions  part and  proceeded 
to  talk  of  Leihnliz’s  controverfy  with  Clarke, 
calling  Lcibmtz  a  great  man. — Johnfon. 

“  W'hy,  Sir,  Leibnitz  perfirted  in  atliiming 
that  Newton  called  fp.acc  j:rhfiuptt 
notwilhltaiidiiig  he  w.a,s  toiieiilci!,  and  de¬ 
filed  to  i»blervc  that  Nevvion’s  w’onls  were 
lOUASi  utjjoriutn  r.umln'n.  No,  Sir,  Leibnitz 
w,is  as  paltry  a  fellow  .as  I  know.  Out  of 
lefpCifl  to  Cineen  Caroline,  who  palronitcd 
him,  Clarke  lie.itetl  him  tew)  w'ell.” 

During  the  time  that  Dr.  Johnfon  was 
thus  going  on,  the  oUl  miiiirter  was  rtanding 
with  his  back  to  the  lire,  ci  citing  np  crc»it, 
pulling  down  the  front  of  his  pcriiwlg,  and 
talking  what  a  great  man  Leihiiitz  w;is.  To 
give  an  idea  of  the  feene,  wonUl  rcijuire  a 
p.ige  witli  two  columns;  hut  it  ought  rather 
to  be  rcpielcntcd  by  two  ginid  players.  The 
old  geiitlemnn  faid,  Clai  kc  was  very  wicked, 
for  going  fo  much  into  the  Arian  Syf- 
teni.  “  I  will  not  fay  he  was  wicked, 
laid  Dr.  johnfon  ;  he  might  he  miltakcn.” — 
M*L-an.  “  He  was  wicked,  to  Ihut  his  eyes 
againtl  the  Scriptures;  .and  worthy  men  in 
l.ngl.iiul  have  fince  confuted  him  to  all  in¬ 
tents  and  puipofcs.” — Johnfon.  **  1  know' 
iivit  -.vAs  has  confuted  him  to  a// 

— Here  again  there  w.is  a  double 
t  uking,  c.ach  cor.t  uuing  to  maintain  his  own 
.ar^unum,  w  illiout  hearing  cxadlly  wlut  the 
other  laid.

After  fupper  hOi  faid,  “  1  am  forty  ih.at 
piize-figlcng  is  gone  out ;  every  .ait  rtiould 
be  pieferved,  ami  the  art  of  defence  is  fure- 
ly  im|H)rtanr.  It  is  ahUird  that  our  foldiers 
Ihould  have  fw’onls,  and  not  be  taught  the 
ufe  of  them.  Prize-fighting  made  |>eople  ac- 
curtonicd  not  to  be  alarmed  at  feeing  their 


ow’H  Mood,  or  fochng  .a  little  paai  from  a 
wound,  1  think  the  he.ivy  #  was  an 

ill  contrived  weapon.  \  m.ui  could  only 
rtrike  once  w  iih  it.  It  employed  Inith  his 
IuiuIn,  .'.lid  he  mult  of  com  Ir  he  toon  f;.tigued 
with  wielding  it  ;  fo  that  if  his  aiitagunirt 
could  only  keep  playing  a  while,  he  was  ftue 
of  him.  1  would  fight  wiihadtrk  .ag.air.lt 
Roiie  Mote’s  Iwordr.  1  could  w'.ud  oil  a 
blow  with  a  dirk,  and  then  run  in  m^on  my 
enemy.  When  within  lUat  he.avy  tword,  I 
have  him  ;  he  is  c|uiie  htIpUf  ,  .iiul  1  could 
llab  him  nt  my  Icilure  like  a  calf. — It  is 
thought  by  fcnfiblc  militaiy  men,  that  the 
Kiiglilh  do  not  enough  av.iil  lhem1clve>  of  their 
fnpeiior  Itrength  of  Knly  agamlt  the  French; 
tor  th.it  mult  always  have  a  gre.it  advantage  in 
piilhing  wiih  bayonets.  1  leave  heard  anotli* 
cer  i.iy,  th.it  if  women  could  be  made  to 
Hand,  they  w’ould  do  as  well  as  men  in  a 
nieie  interchange  of  bullets  from  a  dirtaiice;

After  hreakfart  he  laid  to  me,  **  A  High¬ 
land  Chief  rtiould  now  endeavour  to  do  eveiy 
thing  to  railc  his  rents,  by  means  of  Uie  iii- 
diittiy  of  his  people.

All  indivKlnal  of.af.inuly  may  have  it;  but  it 
c.iimot  now  liclong  to  .i  family,  luilels  you 
could  have  a  perpetuity  of  men  with  the  fame 
views.  M'LcikI  has  four  limes  the  l.uid 
lli.il  the  Duke  of  Hcdfoid  h.is.  1  think,  with 
hislplrit,  he  may  in  time  make  himlvlt  the 
greatert  ni.m  in  the  king's  dominions ;  for 
laud  may  always  be  improved  to  a  certain  de- 
giee.  1  W'ouUl  never  have  any  man  fell  land, 
to  throw  money  into  the  funds,  as  is  often 
done,  or  to  try  any  ot\icr  fpccics  of  trade. 
Djpei'.d  upon  it,  this  rage  of  trade  will  de- 
Itroy  itlelf.  You  and  I  lliall  not  let  it  ; 
but  the  time  will  conic  when  thc.:c  will  be  an 
end  of  it.  1  rade  is  like  gaming.  If  a  whola 
company  .ire  gamclters,  play  mult  ceafe;  for 
there  is  nothing  to  he  won.  When  all  na¬ 
tions  are  traders,  there  is  nothing  to  he  gained 
by  ir.ade,  and  it  will  Hop  fiiU  where  it  is 
brought  to  the  grea'elt  |>crfet‘hnn.  Then  the 
proprietors  of  l;md  only  will  he  the  great 
men.’’ — 1  obferved,  it  was  hard  that  M*  Lcod 
ihould  find  ingratitude  in  fo  many  of  his  peo¬ 
ple. — Jolinfon.  “  Sir,  gratitude  is  a  fruit  of 
D  a  great 
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great  cultivation  ;  you  i!o  ni>t  find  it  nmorg 
grofs  people.” — I  doubt  of  tlu*;.  Natuic 
fecmb  lo  luve  implanted  gratitude  in  all  liv.ng 
ercaiurcs.  The  lion  mc»;tioncd  by  Valciius 
M.iximu',  had  it.  It  appears  to  me  that 
cuUuie,  which  brings  luxury  and  lelhfl'.ntl* 
w  ith  it,  hasj  tendency  l  utner  to  \vc..ken  lluii 
promote  this  atkifhon.

Towards  the  iKrgiuning  of  tl;e  bit  caitury 
fcvei.il  voyages  of  ijifcovci  y  were  made  m 
the  Noithci  n  Seas  ;  and  the  Greciil.ind  lylLile- 
hlheiy  bfgau  to  he  puifutd  w.th  ardour  by 
various  European  ii.itio«)s.  Tiicfc  two  tii- 
cvaufti'ncfs  have  given  i*ic  tO  v.inous  inlbnccs 
of  wintcritig  in  the  dreary  and  dcfolatc  lands 
of  high  noithcrn  latitudes  ;  .\nd  the  furpriz* 
ing  dirtcrciK#  of  fuccefs  attending  tlielc  at¬ 
tempts  mull  lb  ike  eveiy  reader. 

1  he  fu  ll  rcmaik.iblc  relation  of  tliis  kind 
ll;at  1  have  found,  is  that  of  the  wintering  of 
C-tplam  Monck,  a  Dane,  in  liudlon's  Bay, 
Liiiudc  63*.  zo.  He  had  been  lent  on  a 
voyage  of  diteovcry  with  two  Ihijrs  well 
provided  with  lu celfaiic.s,  tlie  crews  of  which 
amounted  to  fixty-four  perlons.  The  fliips 
b«ing  locked  up  111  the  ice,  they  landed  and 
created  huts  tor  palling  the  \\  inter,  which* 
they  Occupied  in  September  1619.  At  the 
beginning  of  their  abode  here,  they  got 
abundance  of  wild  fowl,  and  lome  other  frclh 
provifions  ;  but  the  cold  loon  became  fo  in- 
teide,  ih.it  imtiung  further  wai:  to  he  pro¬ 
cured  abro.ui,  and  tlicv  were  obliged  to  take 
to  thVn  lhip-llnrcs.  Tiio  leveriiy  i»f  the  cold 
may  be  concelvei!,  horn  their  feeing  icc three 
hundred  and  li\ly  feet  thick  ;  and  from  tneir 
beer  wine  and  brandy  being  all  frozen  to 
the  very  ccnlir.  I  he  |>ev)p!e  loon  began  to 
be  fickly,  and  tlielr  fiLktieis  encreafed  w'llh 
tile  Cold.  Some  wtie  atlciud  by  gripes  and 
lo'jlentls,  wlr.*.h  lontinned  till  they  dietl. 
Ai  the  appro  .ch  t  f  Ip*  nig  tlicy  were  all  liigli- 
ly  Icoil'ytic,  .»nd  then  mouths  weie  I’o  ex- 
tia  nic’y  lore,  tlut  they  Wvie  un.*ble  to  cat 
any  tiling  but  bread  fo.iked  in  water.  At 
1 'll  tbeir  biead  w.is  t  x! laulle*.: ;  and  the  few 
li.rvivcrs  chietiy  fubfilled  iin  a  kind  of  berry 
i'ngout  from  beneath  the  fnow.  Wl.cn  tie 
Ipring  was  far  advanced,  no  fre.h  veget.ibles 
roald  yet  be  found.  In  June  the  C.iptain 
ti.iwlcd  out  of  his  hut,  and  found  the  wimb 
coinp.iny  reduced  to  tii$  tnen  btfil-.i  Limftlf. 
't  liefc  melancholy  ididts  fupptnted  tht.ui- 
fe'.ves  in  the  bell  manner  they  w'crc  ahie, 
and  recovered  tlicir  llrcngth  by  feeding  on  a 
C'*rlain  root  they  difcovcreJ,  and  fome  game 
c.inght  in  fiunting.  At  length  they  cmb.irk’- 
td  in  the  fmailer  iLip,  and  after  uulcrgoiug 
numbcrlcfs  d.tngeis  and  lurdlhipr,  retumed 
lumc  in  fafety. 

In  the  lame  immenfe  Bay,  but  as  far  louth 
»s  lit.  Captain  J.imej,  an  Englifli.r.an, 
Wintered  With  ii’.s  crew.  His  reriJcncc  was 
on  an  in.tnd  covered  ’vith  wo  *d  j  hut  the 
Cold  wa',  notw  ithllamling,  molt  intenlc.  In 
the  depth  of  winter  tl'.ey  were  .able  to  pro¬ 
file  Very  hulc  belli  provifion  by  the  tlufc, 


and  all  hcca*ic  grievouny  alBie^cd  wllli  th« 
feurvy,  except  the  Captain,  Mailer  and^Sur- 
gcon.  Wc.ik  .and  lick  as  tlicy  were,  how¬ 
ever,  it  was  ne'ceii'.ny  for  tliem  to  labour 
b.a  d  out  ofdooi  s  dvu  ing  the  gic.itcit  mclemcu- 
cy  of  ihd  fcafon  i  foi  ivheving  their  thip  I'oda* 
maged  as  to  be  inc.tpahlc  of  carrying  them 
home,  tliey  uiulcrtook  the  laborious  talk  of 
building  a  pinnace  fiaim  ihu  timl-rr  growing 
on  the  llland.  At  tlic  return  of  Ipiing  the 
young  greens  fprouted  up  much  fooner  aivi 
more  plentifully  here,  tti.n:i  where  Monck. 
v\  intered  ;  and  it  became  very  hot  before 
they  lift  the  pl.ice.  Tliey  lolt  only  two  men 
out  of  a  crew  of  twenty-tw'o. 

lu  the  ye.w  if»3  3,  two  tri.ds  were  mads 
by  the  Dutch  of  cllahlifhing  wintering  places 
at  their  nor.hern  hHierics  ;  the  one  at  Spitz- 
b.'rgen,  th.c  other  on  the  coalt  of  Greenland, 
in  l.ititi!dcs  about  77  or  78.  Seven  failors 
were  left  at  each,  amply  furniflied  with  eve¬ 
ry  article  of  cloaihing,  provifion,  and  uten- 
Ids  thought  necclury  or  uteful  lu  fuch  a  fitu- 
.ation.  The  jouriuls  of  both  conijunics  aro 
prifvrved. 

Th.U  of  the  men  in  Greenland  lakvs  no¬ 
tice,  that  on  September  1  Stli,  the  allowance 
of  brandy  heg.iii  to  be  ferveJ  out  to  c.icb  [>cr- 
Ion.  On  Odober  9th  they  began  to  make  a 
contianC  tire  to  fit  by.  About  this  lime,  il 
is  icmai  keJ,  that  they  espei  icuced  a  confider- 
ahle  change  in  their  bixliea,  with  glddinefs  in 
their  lie.als.  They  now  and  then  killed  a 
l>cMr;  but  their  cliief  diet  w.is  felt  me.it.  In 
March  tliey  were  all  verv  ill  of  the  feurvy  ; 
imdon  A{)i lithe  i6th  the  full  m.m  died,  and 
ail  the  lell  ware  entirely  ddahlrd,  but  one 
perfoii.  This  |>oor  wrculi  continues  the 
journal  to  the  lalt  d.iy  of  April,  wl.cn  they 
were  praying  for  a  fpeedy  rclcale  from  thair 
miftrics.  'I  hey  were  all  found  dead. 

The  journ.al  of  ihofe  who  wer«  left  at 
Sp.tzhcrgen  rcr.itt*s,  tliat  they  fought  in  vain 
far  green  f.eib;,  bear,  and  foxes,  in  tlut  dc- 
tol.itc  region  ;  and  killed  no  other  gaivetlun 
one  fi)X,  tile  wiiole  time.  The  icurvy  ap¬ 
peared  an>ong  them  .as  early  as  November 
a4th  ;  and  tfio  iiift  m.iii  died  j.inu.iiy  14th. 
The  Journal  ends  Febru.iry  26U1J  and  thef« 
too  Were  all  fuund  deail. 

Not  nuiiy  yc..i-s  after  ihtfe  unfortunate 
.afttmjus,  an  acculcnt  gave  rife  to  .»u  experi- 
n!.iu,the  eyeut  of  which  was  fo  entirely 
the  reverie  of  il.efe,  that  it  merits  very  parti¬ 
cular  iiot-icc.  0.1  the  f.ime  fiJc  of  Spilzbcr- 
grti,  bawren  l.ir.  77  and  7U,  a  boat's  crew 
lulonging  to  a  Greenland  Ihip,  confifting  of 
eiglit  Hngii'hmen,  who  h  id  been  fent  afhore 
to  k’.il  ile-_*r,  were  left  behind,  in  confe- 
quence  of  fome  milbik.-s,  and  reduced  to  the 
depl.irrthle  ncceTity  Mf  wintering  ir.  that 
dicadivii  coaulry,  totally  unpiovidcJ  with 
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every  nereltary.  From  their  narrative,  draun 
up  in  that  ftylc  ot  artlcfs  fimplitity  which 
aHbrds  the  Orongell  prelumption  of  veracity, 

1  (hall  extract  the  moll  material  ciicum- 
(lances. 

At  their  uinlering  phee  was  fortunately  a 
large  fubOantial  woodrn  building,  erciled  for 
the  ufc  of  the  coopers  l>clonging  to  the  filh- 
ery.  Within  this  they  built  a  fm.illci  «*iir, 
which  they  made  vciv  compa^l  and  warm. 
Here  they  conffrudctl  four  cabins,  with 
comfortable  dcer*lkin  beds;  and  they  kept 
up  a  continual  fire,  which  never  went  out  for 
eight  months.  They  were  udcrably  fuppli- 
ed  with  fuel  from  fonie  old  calks  and  boats 
which  they  broke  up  for  the  piirpofe.  Thus 
provided  witli  lodging,  their  principal  care 
wasabiHit  tlieir  fubfinence.  Before  the  cold 
weather  fet  in,  they  killed  a  gornl  number  of 
deer,  thcgreatdi  partef  which  they  cut  up, 
roalU'd  and  flowed  in  barrels  ;  refcn  ing  fome 
raw  for  tbeir  Sunday’s  dinners.  This  1  nn.v 
gined  mull  have  been  frozen  ;  as  it  began  to 
freeze  fharply  before  they  were  fettled  in 
their  habitation.  This  vtnifon,  with  a  few 
fea.hoifes  and  bears,  which  they  killed  from 
time  to  time,  conflitutctl  their  whole  winter’s 
provifion,  excepta  very  unfavoury  article  they 
were  obliged  to  mal<^nut  w'ilh,  whicli  was 
'Mhalti  fritters,  or  the  Icraps  of  fat  after  the 
oil  had  betn  prelTcd  out.  Thelc  too  having 
been  wetted  and  tbrimnin  heaps  were  moul¬ 
dy.  Their  ufual  coui  lc  of  diet  then,  for  the 
firll  three  months,  was  one  meal  of  venifou 
cvciy  day  in  the  week  except  Wedrefdays 
and  Fridays,  when  they  kept  fait  on  whale’s 
fritters.  At  the  end  of  ibis  penod,  on  exa¬ 
mining  their  flock,  they  found  it  would  not 
hold  out  at  this  rate,  and  therefore  for  the 
enfuing  three  monibs  they  retrenched  their 
vcnilon  meals  toihicc  days  in  the  week,  and 
appealed  their  liunger  as  well  .is'  tliey  could 
on  the  other  tour  days  upon  the  mouldv  frit, 
ters.  At  the  .npprcKicIi  of  Ipring,  they  h.«d 
the-  good  fortune  to  kill  fcvcr.d  white  hears, 
which  proved  excellent  ftKxi ;  and  together 
with  wild  fowl  and  foxes  which  they  caught, 
rendered  it  unncctfl.uy  any  longer  to  Hint 
thcmfclvcs  to  fo  rigonnis  an  allow’ance  ;  fo 
that  lliey  cal  two  or  three  nie.dsof  frefh  me  at 
daily,  and  fexm  improved  in  llienglh  and  \  i- 
gour.  Their  only  drink  during  tliis  whole 
time,  was  running  w  ater  proem  ed  from  be¬ 
neath  the  ice  on  the  hsach,  till  January  ;  and 
aflci  vv.irds  (iuav  water  melted  by  hot  irons. 
Tlic  cold  in  the  midll  of  winter  was  extienie,^ 
it  r.iited  hlitlers  in  the  lUlli  ;  and  w  hen  they 
went  .'.hrtcul  they  fiivamc  foie  .ill  over,  as  if 
htaien.  lion,  on  h<  nn>  tom  h.ed.  llurk  to  the 
linjui',  l.kc*  hnd-lu'nc.  1  he  iiitl.incho’.v  of 
tlie'i  litU'fion  was  ..i  vi.'w.iicit  hv  the  ahunce 
ot  the  lull  fiuai  the  honzcii,  Hum  CVlchcr 


14th  to  I'ebruary  5d,  of  which  period 
twenty  days  were  palUd  in  total  dai kneis, 
except  the  light  of  Umps,  which  they  conti¬ 
nued  to  keep  comuuially  huining.  With  all 
this,  it  docs  not  appear  thjt  any  of  them  w  eic 
afledcd  with  the  feurvy,  or  any  other  dilur- 
der;  and  the  degree  of  w’eaknefs  which 
ftems  implied  by  the  mention  of  their  reco¬ 
vering  flreiiglli  in' the  Ipring,  may  be  lutliti- 
cntly  accounted  for,  merely  from  their  Ihoic 
allowance  of  nutritious  food.  At  the  return 
of  the  fliips  on  M.iy  ^5111,  they  all  ajipear  t» 
have  iK'en  111  he.illh  ;  and  all  of  them  return¬ 
ed  in  fafety  to  their  lutive  country. 

1  he  lull  relation  1  lhall  adduce,  is  one  of 
late  date,  confulcrably  rclcmblmg  the  fore¬ 
going  in  Icvcral  of  its  ciicumltances,  but  Itill 
moie  extraordinary. 

In  the  year  174?,  a  Riillian  (hip  of  Kail 
Spitzhergen,  in  lat.  between  77  and  7S,  was 
fo  iiicloled  with  ice,  that  the  crew,  appre- 
henlivc  of  being  obliged  to  w  inter  iheie,  lent 
four  of  their  men  in  a  boat  to  feek  for  a  hut, 
w  Inch  they  knew  to  have  been  ereifled  near 
that  coall.  The  hut  was  difeovered,  but  the 
men,  on  returning  to  thelhore,  found  all  the 
icc  cleared  away,  and  the  Ihip  no  longer  to 
he  leen  ;  and  indeed  it  was  never  more  heard 
of.  I  pals  over  their  fiill  tranfjxirts  of  grief 
and  delpair,  and  alfo  their  many  ingenious 
contrivances  to  furnilh  tlicmlelves  with  lli« 
necelfanes  they  flood  moll  in  need  wf.  Their 
diet  and  way  of  life  are  tlieciicumllaiices  pc- 
culia  rly  conneded  w'ilh  my  liibject.  After 
fitting  up  their  luit  .is  conifortahly  .is  they 
could,  and  laying  in  drift  wchhI  colleCltd  on 
the  fhore  lor  fuel,  they  turned  their  atten¬ 
tion  chierty  to  the  procuring  of  prnvifioii. 
Three  fptcies  of  .ininials,  which  they  caught 
and  killed  by  various  devices,  ciinllitutcd  their 
whole  variety  of  fiKKl.  ThtlV  vs  ei  c  rein-deer, 
w  bile  bears  and  foxes.  '1  he  llcfh  they  cat 
almolt  r:iw’,  and  without  fait ;  ulnig  by  way 
of  bic.:d  to  It  other  flefh,  dried  hard  in  the 
fmoke.  Their  drink  was  running  water  in 
the  tnmmer,  and  melted  ice  and  Inow  in  the 
winter.  'I'heir  prefei  vatives  againft  the  feur¬ 
vy  were,  fwallovvmg  raw  frozen  meat  bro¬ 
ken  into  bits,  drinking  the  w.irm  blood  of 
rein-deer  jult  killed,  eating  feurvy  grafs  w  hen 
ih.cy  could  meet  with  it,  .nul  ufing  much 
exeici'e.  By  thefe  means  thitc  of  them 
lemained  cninely  free  from  this  diteale 
during  the  whole  of  their  abode.  Tlie 
fourth  died  of  it,  alter  lingering  on  to 
the  fixth  ye.ir.  It  is  remaikcd,  that  this 
perton  W.1S  of  .in  indolent  dif|H>rjtion,  and 
cmild  not  compier  his  .•leihon  to  dunking 
the  1  ein-dt'-r’s  hloi'd.  I  he  thiee  luivivi'ii, 
a*ler  icniaiira.g  lix  yt  nrs  ar.d  llu  ee  munllis  «ai 
this  delohtlc  and  lolitaiy  ifi.mtl,  \;eic  haj  p:lv 
relcued  by  a  ihip  diiun  calually  upon  the 
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coaft,  anJ  rcfunicd  l»ome  in  fafciy.  Thry 
were  ftrong  and  healthy  at  their  return  ;  but 
by  habit  had  cuntmrtcd  an  inability  of  eating 
bread,  or  drinking  fpirituous  liquors. 

To  the  afK)ve  relations,  I  Ih-dl  add  tlie 
following  Ihort  quotations  relative  to  the  fantc 
fubjed. 

In  .a  note  to  the  account  of  the  four 
RulVmns,  it  is  faiil,  “  Councellor  Muller 
lay.q  the  RulVians  about  Archangel  (hould  be 
imitated  ;  fome  of  whom  every  year  winter 
in  Nova  Zembla  without  ever  contradling 
the  feur  /y.  They  follow  the  example  of 
the  Samoieiles,  by  fretiuently  drinking  the 
warm  blcKHl  of  rein-deer  jull  killed.  The 
hunting  of  thefe  animals  requires  continu.il 
excrcife.  None  ever  keep  their  huts  during 
the  day,  unlefs  itormy  weather,  or  tot» 
great  quantity  of  fnow,  hinders  them  from 
taking  their  ufual  cxercire.” 

In  a  manufeript  French  account  of  the 
ifl  mds  lying  between  K.inu'chatka  .and  Ame- 
ric.i,  drawn  up  by  that  eminent  natu’rahlt 
and  geogr.ipher  Mr.  Pallas,  1  find  it  men¬ 
tioned,  that  “  the  RulTians  in  their  hunting 
voyages  to  thefe  iflands,  (an  expedition  gene- 
rally  lafting  three  years)  in  order  to  fave  cx- 
peiice  and  room  in  purchafing  .and  Qowing 
vegct.ible  provifion,  compofe  half  their  crews 
of  natives  of  Kamfchatka,  becaufe  thefe  j>eo- 
plc  are  able  to  piclerve  ihcmfclves  from  the 
feurvy  with  animal  food  onlyt  hy  ahjluitiing 
jtem  the  uje  oj  Jali." 

Laltly,  in  the  excellent  oration  of  Lln- 
nxiis,  on  the  advantages  of  t'  aveUwg  in  one' i 
o-.in  countr  y,  printed  in  the  third  volume  of 
the  .U.uK,taUi  .'kadtmic.Cf  it  is  allerted, 


**  that  the  Laplanders  live  without  corn  ansi 
wine,  without  fait,  an<l  every  kind  of  arti- 
fici.d  liquor,  on  water  and  flefh  alone,  and 
fooil  prepared  from  them  ;  and  yet  are  en¬ 
tirely  free  frv)m  the  feurvy.”  ♦ 

H.iving  thus  Rated  the  fad\s  which  luw'e 
fallen  in  my  way  relative  to  tliis  fiibjc6\,  1 
proceed  to  a  companion  of  their  feveral  cir- 
cuniRances,  and  fome  remarks  on  the  gene- 
r.d  refult. 

The  feurvy  appears  to  be  the  difeafe  pecu¬ 
liarly  dreaded,  and  fatal  in  all  the  above  re¬ 
lated  attempts  to  winter  in  extremely  cold 
clim.ktes.  Whether  tlic  circumRance  of  cold 
itfelf,  or  the  want  of  projier  fixHi  occafioned 
by  it,  principally  conduces  to  the  genrratioa 
of  this  difeafe,  is  a  point  not  cle.irly  afeer- 
tained.  From  the  preceding  narrations,  how¬ 
ever,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained,  that  it  is 
}X)frible  for  perfons  to  keep  free  from  tlio 
feurvy,  in  countries  and  feafons  the  moR  in- 
tcnfely  cold,  provided  their  diet  .ind  manner 
of  living  be  properly  adapted  to  fuch  fitiu- 
tions ;  and  this  without  the  aid  «»f  frefh  ve¬ 
getables,  or  any  of  ihofc  other  prefcrvatlvcs 
which  have  of  late  been  propofed  by  ingeni¬ 
ous  writers. 

When  we  compare  the  hiRories  above 
recited,  it  is  impoRible  not  to  he  immediately 
Rruck  with  thefe  leading  circumRances,  tliat 
thofe  in  whom  the  feurvy  r.igcd,  fed  upon 
Jail  fnoviJionSf  and  dr.ink  fpintuoat  lipuort ; 
whereas  thofc  who  efca|>ed  it  fed  upon/»r/2» 
animal  food,  or,  at  lealt,  prefet  ved 
fulif  and  drank  water.

This  want  of  fimplicity  in  the  ar¬ 
rangement  renders  the  work  extremely 
heavy  and  irkfome  to  refer  to  ;  and  is  pro¬ 
ductive  of  much  umicxclfary  repetition*  or  of 
tirefome  references  from  one  part  of  his  un¬ 
wieldy  work  to  another.  His  botaitic^d  fyno- 
nyms  we  have  wholly  thrown  afulc,-  as  being 
burdentomc,  yet  uninltraftive  ;  and  in  their 
place  we  have  annexed  to  each  Species  the 
trivial  or  f|Hrclfic  name  of  Linnfus,  which 
in  one  woid  identifies  the  p>ant  with  a  great¬ 
er  degree  of  certainty  than  a  volume  of 
Synonyma.  (Xher  retrenchments,  aiad  a 
multiplicity  of  correclions  liave  taken  place  : 
iKiwever,  where  practical  knowletlge  ap¬ 
pears  to  arife  incidentally  out  of  our  author's 
ow  n  experience,  we  have  cantiouily  given  it 
in  his  own  words :  likewife,  where  intcref- 
ting  information  lies  entangled  in  a  fingularity

To  this  Advenifement  fnccred  fuch  general 
rules  fc)r  planting  as  are  ap^d  cable  to  the 


tranfplanting  trees  and  (hrubs  in  general. 

In  this  part  of  the  work,  tl^  bufinefs  of  tlic 
feminary,  of  the  nurfery,  and  of  young  plan¬ 
tations,  are  dillin^y  detailed,  and  the  mitui- 
ti*  of  each  operation  deferibed  in  a  compre- 
Ittnfive  manner. 

Thcfc  general  rules  .arc  followed  by  a  full 
dcfcrlption,  and  the  modern  method  of  culti¬ 
vating  each  dillinft  plant  ad.apted  to  the  pui  - 
pofe  of  ufcful  and  oiiumcnial  planting,  com¬ 
prehending  every  tree  and  ibiub,  whetlier 
native  or  exotic,  which  will  bear  the  open 
air  of  this  climate.  The  plants  arc  arranged 
alphabetically,  agreeably  to  the  generic  namei 
of  Linneus,  whofe  admirable  fyftem  w’O 
find  here  briefly  explained.  As  a  fi^ccimen 
of  our  author's  method  of  arranging  the  fe- 
veral  fpecies  under  their  refpe^hve  genera, 
as  well  .IS  to  convey  fome  idea  of  tlic  manner 
in  which  this  part  of  the  work  is  executed, 
we  lhall  lay  before  our  rc.adcrs  an  extrati 
from  the  article  ^ercus.

Nevcrthclefs,  if  it  rtood 
in  the  days  of  King  John,  fix  centuries  ago, 
and  was  then  called  the  Gre.it  Ctiefriut  wc 
may  venture  to  luppof®  it  not  much  Icfs  than 
one  thoufnnd  years  of  age;  and  fuitlier,  if 
we  ciMifider  the  ipiick  growth  of  the  Chefnut 
compared  with  tlwit  t>(  the  Oak,  and  at  the 
fame  time  the  inferior  bulk  ot  the  Toiiwoitli 
Chefnut  to  ilic  Cowthorp,  the  Bentley,  and 
the  Boddington  Oaks ;  may  wc  not  venture 
to  infer,  th.at  tlic  exiltcnce  of  thefe  truly  ve¬ 
nerable  trees  commenced  fume  cental  its  pi  iur 
to  the  era  of  Chrif^ianily  ? 

“  The  root  of  the  Oak  flrikes  deep, 
efpccially  the  middle  or  tap-nxit,  wliich  has 
-iieen  traced  to  a  depth  nearly  equal  to  the 
dieiglit  of  the  tree  Itfclf :  nor  do  the  lateral 
roots  run  fo  fliallow  and  horjzont.'il  as  thole 
of  the  Afh  and  other  trees ;  hut  perhaps  the 
roots  ot  vciy  few  trees  range  wider  than 
thofe  of  the  Oak.  The  Item  of  the  Oak  is 
naturally  fliort,  .and  if  left  to  ilfelf,  in  an 
bpen  firu.ation,  it  will  generally  feather  to 
the  ground.  It  has  not  that  upriglit  tendency 
jLi  the  Alh,  the  Hfcnlu;.,  and  the  l*iiie*tnbe  : 
jicvertlielefs,  by  judicums  pruning,  or  by 
planting  in  clofe  order,  the  O.'.k  will  actpiire 
a  great  length  of  Item  :  in  this  cafe,  how¬ 
ever,  it  rarely  fwells  to  any  confiJerable 
girt.  Mr.  Marlhani  indeed  mentions  tuie  in 
the  Earl  of  Powys’  Park  near  Ludlow, 
which  in  1757  meafured,  at  five  feet,  fix- 
teen  feet  tlirce  inches,  and  which  ran  i^uilc 
ftmight  and  clear  of  arms  near  or  full  fixty 
feet.  But,  as  h.U)  before  been  obferved,  O.iks 
which  endure  for  .ages  have  generally  (hurt 
(terns ;  tin  owing  out,  at  fix,  ciglil,  ten,  or 
twelve  feet  .higli,  large  horizontal  .unis  ; 
thickly  fet  with  crooked  branches ;  termi¬ 
nating  in  clubbed  ahrujit  twigs  ;  .and  clofcly 
covered  with  fmooth  gblfy  leaves ;  forming 
the  richeft  foli.age,  irregularly  fuelling  into 
the  boldclt  outline  we  know  of  in  nature. 
The  Piiie-trihe  and  the  1-Tculus  may  be  called 
elegant  or  beaut'it  ul ;  but  the  general  atTciTihl^ge 
of  a  lofty  full-furniihed  Cak  is  ti  uly  fuhlinie. 

“  It  is  lomewliat  extraordinary,  that  the 
jrtoft  o>  n,tn.£ni.ii  tree  in  nature  fhould,  at  the 
f.'iinc  time,  he  the  molt  uftfulio  m.inkiiul. 
Its  very  leaves  have  been  lately  found  to  be 
of  elfcnlial  ufe  to  rhe  g.ardcner  ;  tlie  hulband- 
m.in  is  well  act^uiinied  with  the  value  <if 
its  acorns;  .and  cvciy  Knglilhman  experi¬ 
ences  d.iily  the  ufeful  eftedls  of  its  hark.  It 
is  w  holly  uiineccirary  to  mention  the  value  of 
its  tinil>er :  it  is  known  to  the  whole  world. 
The  Oak  raifed  us  once  to  the  fummit  of  n.a- 
tioiial  glory  :  and  now  wc  ought  to  hold  in 
remembrance  that  our  exi(\cnce  as  a  nation 
depends  uptm  the  0.ik.  If  therefore  our 


fore-fathei^,  merely  from  the  magnitude  ana 
majelly  of  its  ap|)carauce,  the  veticr.ation  due 
to  its  age,  and  gratitude  perhaps  for  fome 
ftuv  economical  ufes  they  migt.t  •apply  it  to, 
p.Vid  divine  honours  to  this  tree  ;  how  mucK 
more  behoves  it  us,  circuni(\aiiv'ed  as  wc  are, 
to  p.'iy  due  homage  to  this  our  paliunal  faviour  * 
How  Could  our  Kings  be  invc(fed  with  the 
eofigiis  of  royally,  or  our  Creator  receive  ;tt 
n.ited  times  the  gratitiule  and  praifc  which 
yve  owe  to  him,  wlili  greater  pi opriefy  than 
luuler  the  fhadow  of  this  (acred  tree  ?  A(\s 
like  thefe  would  (Limp  it  with  that  rcfpcc- 
tahiliiy  and  veneration  wliich  is  due  to  it: 
.and  to  corroborate  tnefe  ideas,  as  well  as  to 
inltilute  fuch  law's  .as  mighl  be  found  ncccf- 
f.iry,  the  It.atc  of  the  growtli  of  Oak  in 
(•reat  Britain  ought  to  be  a  t landing  en<)uiiy 
of  the  Britifh  Legifialure.  It  is  far  from  be¬ 
ing  impradlicahle  to  h.avc  annual  returns  of 
Oak  fit  for  fhli>. building  in  every  parifh  in 
the  kingdom  ;  w  ilh  the  diil.mce  it  ff.uids 
from  water-carriage.  It  avails  but  little  our 
making  laws  of  police,  or  forming  foreign 
alliances,  uniefs  we  take  care  to  fecurc  in 
perpetuity  the  defence  of  our  own  coalt.  It 
is  idle  to  think  of  handing  down  to  pofterity 
a  natioii.al  independency,  if  we  do  not  at 
tlie  fame  time  furnllh  ihem  with  the  means 
of  preferving  it. 

“  The  of  the  F.nglijh 

We  do  n»l  purpofe  in  this  place  to  give  di- 
reilions  for  raifing  w’oods  or  planiatirxis  of 
Oak :  this  we  referve  until  wc  come  to 
treat  of  plantations  in  general,  under  the  ti¬ 
tle  Woodlands ;  for  by  collccling  the  more 
ufeful  trees  into  one  point  of  view,  we  fliall 
be  better  able  to  judge  of  their  cumparativc 
v.iine  ;  and  the  methods  of  raifing  the  feve* 
ral  fjiccies  for  the  purpofe  of  limber  (fliip- 
tinilvjr  excepted)  being  iie;irly  the  lame,  W'c 
(hall  be  enabled  to  gjve  our  ilireiilions  naoie 
fully,  yet  upon  tlie  whole  much  more  con- 
cifely,  tlian  we  could  have  done,  had  w'p 
mailed  them  fepar.aicly  niuler  each  article  : 
therefore,  we  mean  to  abide  by  the  fame 
rule  Hiidcr  the  prelent  head  that  wc  have  ob¬ 
ferved  throughout  this  part  of  our  work ; 
namely,  to  treat  of  the  plant  under  confidcra- 
tion  merely  as  a  nurjey  f>lant,'*

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forclga  oaks  being  the  fame,  a  repetition  o/  it 
becomes  unnecclTary ;  and  we  accordingly 
find  it  placed  lu  ample  terms  at  the  clofe  of 
this  Clafs  of  ^uncus :  finally,  the  cver-grecn 
fpccies  pafs  under  defcnplion,  and  the  article 
clofes  With  general  directions  for  their  pro¬ 
pagation. 

Having,  in  a  fimil.ir  wavt  gone  through 
the  entire  ^‘Upbabtt  uf  PUrt  f  (containing 
feveral  hundred  fpccics)  the  author  proceeds 
to  treat  gencrnlly  of  the  fubjeCtof  ; 

but  previous  to  his  entering  inx)n  this  impor¬ 
tant  fubjeCt,  he  endeavours  to  afcert.itn  the 
fpccies  of  Timbf  R  molt  proper  to  be  raifed. 

**  Timber  (he  fays)  is  the  great  and  primary 
objcC\  of  planting.  Ornament,  abOraCted 
from  utility,  ought  to  be  confined  within 
narrow  limits.  Indeed,  in  matters  of  plant- 
ing,  cfpecially  in  the  taller  planutionc,  it 
were  difiicult  to  feparatc  entirely  the  idea 
of  ornament  from  that  of  ufc.  Trees  in 
general  are  capable  of  proilucing  an  orna¬ 
mental  ctieCt ;  and  there  is  no  tree  which 
may  not  be  faid  to  be  more  <'r  lefs  ufcf.il. 
But  their  diifercnce  in  point  of  value  when 
arrived  at  maturity  ib  incomparable  ;  and  it 
tvoiild  be  the  height  of  folly  to  plant  a  tree 
w'liofc  charad^crillic  is  principally  ornamen¬ 
tal,  when  another  which  is  more  ufeful  and 
e  ^ually  ornameiual  may  be  planted  inilsftead. 

Therefore,  previous  to  our  entering  at 
large  upon  the  bufinefs  of  planting,  it  will 
be  proper  to  ende.ivour  to  fpecif/  llie  trees 
molt  ulcfvil  to  be  plantc«l.  In  attempting 
this  we  mull  !i»ok  t\»iwari!,  and  endeavour 
to  afeertain  the  fpecicj  and  propoitional 
ipiantlties  of  Tlmhtr  \i.  Inch  will  hereafter 
r»:  wanted,  when  the  trees  now  to  be  plant¬ 
ed  Ihall  have  reached  matin  iry.  T«>  do  this 
w'tli  a  degree  of  certainty  is  impollihle  ; 
cultoms  and  falhions  alter  as  capnee  and 
iiicdlity  diC^ite.  All  that  appears  capable 
of  being  done  in  a  matter  of  this  nature  is, 
to  trace  the  great  outlines,  and,  by  obfeyving 
what  has  been  permanently  iil'cful  for  ages 
palt,  judge  what  may,  in  ail  human  proba- 
tility,  be  alfo  uleful  in  ages  to  come.

We  have  not  omitted  to  confult  with  profef- 
fional  men  upon  the  fubjeifl ;  and  we  bclie\  c 
it  to  be  fufficienlly  accurate  for  the  piirpolc 
of  the  pl.iiUer.  If  we  have  committed  aiiv 
material  error,  wc  afk  to  he  fet  right.  We 
do  not  w«fli  to  dtfeeiulto  miiiutia: :  it  would 
be  of  little  fignification  to  the  planter,  to  be 
told  wlat  toys  and  toothpicks  .arc  m.Tdc  fmm  : 
it  is  of  much  more  im|)ortance  to  liim  to 
know,  tkit,  of  FngHjT}  the  Cjk  is 

mod  in  c!cm.ind,  perhaps  three  to  one,— 
perhaps  hi  a  mpeh  greater  propti^tion  ;  that 
the  W||2’,  the  him,  the  Htah,  .and  tlic  B^jX, 
follow  next  ;  .ambtlwt  the  Chefnut,  the  //b/- 
rut,  and  the  Pritrus  and  Pinui  tribes  are 
principally  valuable  as  fubditutes  for  Oak  .and 
hordgn  Tttnbir.  It  likev/ife  may  not  be  im¬ 
proper  in  this  place  to  mention,  that  the 
Oak,  though  of  llowT.  growth  th.an  the  Adi, 
the  Kim,  the  Heed;,  ilie  Larch,  the  Fit's, 
and  the  Aipiatics,  is  nearly  of  twice  tlie  va¬ 
lue  of  any  of  ihefe  woixls  at  ni.arkct ;  there¬ 
fore,  in  a  private  and  per.uni.ary  point  of 
view,  the  Oak  is  l!ie  mod  eligible  tree  to  be 
planted :  in  a  public  light,  it  rifes  above 
comparifoii.”

L'dlj  ivcody.ivajle togellier  with  the 
atul  fallirg  of  timber,  aie  all  didiiiiflly,  fully, 
and treated  of.

we  will  lay  before  our  readers  the  author's 
mcthoil  of  pruning  hedge-row'  timber-trees, 
3  work  whirli  appear:,  to  us  to  be  lefs  iin- 
derdood  than  any  other  department  of  ru¬ 
ral  (utononiy. 

The  method  of  ti.aaiing  tlic  young  plants 
lias  already  been  ilelcnhed  ;  it  now  only  re- 
inauis  to  lay  a  few  words  .!■>  to  the  pruning 
and  fctting-up  Hedge-row  timbers. 

“  I.ow-licaded  trees  luvebeen  already  con¬ 
demned,  .ns  being  injunoa^  to  the  l^edge, 
well  as  to  the  Corn  which  grows  under  them. 
To  remove  or  allevi.ate  thel'e  evils  witliouc 
injuring  the  tree  itfelf,  requires  the  bed  (kill 
of  the  woodman.  Tlie  uUial  method  is  to 
b.ack  off  the  offending  hough  ;  no  matter 
how’  nor  where;  hut,  mod  probaVd.y,  a  few 
inches  from  tlie  body  of  liic  tree,  with  an 
axe  ;  leaving  tlie  end  of  the  dump  ragged, 
and  full  of  difts  and  tiifures,  w  Inch  by  recei¬ 
ving  and  retaining  tlie  wet  that'  drips  upon 
them,  lender  the  wound  incur.able.  The 
nioitifiratioii  in  a  ffiort  lime  is  communicated 
to  tlie  Item,  in  which  a  reed’s  or  ho!l(»w  be¬ 
ing  once  foimtd,  fo  as  to  Hvcive  and  retain 
water,  the  dethue  of  Jlic  tree,  though  oihtr- 
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tvifc  in  its  prime,  from  that  time  muft 
d.»teil  i  aiul,  if  ni>l  prcfently  lakrn  down,  iis 
pnutcriics  as  a  timber  tree  w  ill,  in  a  few 
ycai5,  be  changetl  into  tliole  of  fire-wood 
otily.  How  many  thoufaod  timber-trees 
lUiul  at  this  fiour  in  the  predicament  here  dc* 
fenbed,  merely  tbrougli  injudicious  lopping. 

Jt  IS  this  vile  treatment  which  has  brought 
Hedge-row  timlier  into  a  dilrepute  othcrwife 

uiidcferved, 

“  fhcrc  is  a  wonderful  fimilarity  in  the 
oi»crations  of  Nature  u|>on  the  Vegetable  and 
Animal  Creation.  A  flight  wound  in  the 
Animal  Boiiy  loon  lieals  up,  and  Ikins  over, 
whilfl  the  wound  fuccecding  the  amputation 
of  a  limb  is  with  difficulty  cicatrized.  I  he 
clVe^li  are  flmilar  witli  refped  to  the  Vege- 
tAblc  Body  :  a  twig  raiy  be  taken  off  with 
faftty,  whilft  the  amputation  of  a  large 
bough  will  endanger  the  life  of  the  tree. 
Again,  pare  otTa  fmall  |X)i tionof  theouter  bark 
of  a  young  thriving  tree,  the  firl\  fummer’s 
f.\p  will  heal  up  the  wound  :  if  a  fmall  twig 
h.id  been  taken  oil  with  this  patch  of  bark, 
the  ellc^i  wouUl  Irivc  been  nearly  the  fame  ; 
tlie  wound  would  have  been  cicatrifeil,  or 
barked  over,  in  a  flmilar  manner  ;  and  the 
bridy  of  the  tree  as  fafely  fccurcd  from  out¬ 
ward  injury,  as  if  no  luch  arnputation  had 
taken  place.  Even  a  conflJerable  branch 
may  be  taken  off  in  this  manner  with  impu¬ 
nity,  provided  the  furface  of  the  wound  he 
left  liuooth  and  llufli  with  the  inner  baik  of 
the  Tree  ;  for,  in  a  few  years,  it  will  be 
completely  doled  up,  and  ferured  from  inju¬ 
ry  ;  though  .an  efehar  may  remain  for  fonie 
years  longer.  But  if  a  large  bough  be  thus 
levered,  the  wound  is  left  fo  wide,  that  it 
rtijuires  in  moft  tree  s  a  length  of  time  to 
bark  it  over  ;  during  which  time  thelxKly  of 
the  tree  having  increafed  in  flze,  the  parts 
immediately  round  the  wound  become  turgid, 
whilff  the  face  of  the  wound  itfelf  is  thrown 
back  into  a  re'efs  ;  and,  whenever  this  be¬ 
comes  deep  enough  to  hold  water,  froqpi  that 
lime  tire  wound  is  rendered  incurable  ;  Na¬ 
ture  has,  at  lead,  done  her  part ;  and  whe¬ 
ther  or  no:,  in  this  cafe,  .aflallance  may  be 
given  by  opening  the  lower  lip  of  the  wound, 
remains  yet  ('t  is  probable)  to  be  tried  by 
ex|>crimcnt ;  until  that  be  afeertained,  or 
lome  oth  r  certain  mcthcxlof  cure  be  knoivn, 
it  weie  the  height  of  imprudence  to  lilk  the 
welfare  of  a  tree  on  fuclx  hazardous  treat¬ 
ment. 

Furtlier,  although  a  branch  of  conflderable 
flze  may  be  taken  (iff  clofc  to  the  bo«ly  of 
the  tree  with  f.ifcly  ;  yet  if  the  fame  branch 
be  cut  a  few  inches  from  it,  the  effeit  is  not 
tlie  fame  ;  for,  in  this  cafe,  the  ftump  gene¬ 
rally  dies ;  confcqueiKly  *h(*  cicatrizatuni 
caanoi  uke  place,  untU  the  ftem  of  the  tree 


has  fwelled  over  the  flump,  or  the  (\amp 
h.is  rotted  away  to  the  item  ;  and,  eitlier 
way,  a  mortification  is  the  probable  confe* 
tpicnce.  Even  flip|>ofliig  the  Itump  to  live^ 
cither  by  ine.ius  cf  fume  twig  being 
left  upon  it,  or  from  frefh  (hoots  thrown 
out,  the  cicatiizailon,  even  in  this  cafe,  will 
he  flow  (depending  entirely  upon  the  feeble 
etloits  of  itie  balk  t>f  the  (tump);  and  be- 
foie  it  can  he  accomplilhrd,  the  Tree  itfelf 
may  be  in  danger.  Kut,  had  the  amputation 
been  Hiade  ;r  «  difamt  from  tlie  (fern,  and 
immediately  above  a  t  tfrong  enough  to 
draw  up  a  lupply  of  fap,  and  keep  the  (lunap 
alive  upon  a  certainty,  no  rifque  would  have 
been  incurred  ;  erpccially  if  the  end  of  the 
Hump  had  l>cen  left  Imooth,  writh  the  Hope 
on  the  undcr.flde,  fo  that  no  water  could 
hang,  nor  leceis  be  formed, 

“  From  u  hat  has  been  faid,  the  follow¬ 
ing  genei  al  i  ulcs  w.th  refpc6l  to  fetting  up 
low-headcJ  liees  may,  we  humbly  conceive, 
be  dravv'n  witli  lafety  :  fmall  bought Jhould  b$ 
cut  off  ilo/e  to  the  flcm  :  but  lar»e  fina  at  a 
dijtance  fram  iff  and  ub-ive  a  lateral  branch 
large  enough  to  keep  tb:  flump  alive,  Thus^ 
fup|H>flng  ihc  Hem  of  a  tree  in  full  growth 
to  be  the  flzt^  of  a  n'an’s  wailt,  a  bough  the 
thickncl's  ot  his  writt  may  be  taken  off  with 
fafety,  near  the  Hem  ;  hut  one  as  thick  as  his 
thigh  fhould  he  cut  at  the  diHance  of  at  Icaft 
two  feet  from  it  ;  leaving  a  fide  branch  at 
leall  au  inch  in  diameter  with  a  top  in  pro¬ 
portion,  and  w.th  air  and  head-rixun  enough 
to  keep  k  ill  a  flounihiiig  Hate.  For  tins 
purpofe,  r.s  well  ;is  for  the  general  purpofe 
of  throwing  1  ght  into  the  head,  tlic  fbnding 
boughs  IhouKl  be  cleared  from  tlicir  lower 
branches,  particuLuiy  fuch  as  grow  in  a 
drooping  diiei^lmn.  Jn  doing  this  no  great 
caution  is  required  ;  for  in  taking  a  bough 
from  a  hough,  let  their  flzes  be  what  they 
may,  little  i  ilque  c.in  he  thereby  incurred  up¬ 
on  the  m.aiii  binly  of  the  tree. 

“  1  here  is  another  general  rule  with  re. 
gard  to  pruning  trees.  The  bough  fhould  be 
taken  off  cither  by  the  upward  jiroke  of  a 
fharp  iiiHrumcnt  (.and  generally  fpcaking,  at 
one  tlow'\,  or  with  a  faw  :  in  the  latter  cafo 
it  fliould  prcviouily  be  notched  on  the  undcr- 
flde,  to  prevent  its  fpliiting  off  in  the  fall. 
If  tlic  bougii  to  be  l.akcii' off  be  very  large, 
the  fafelk  w’ay  (tiiongh  fomewhot  tedious)  is 
fiilt  to  cut  it  off  a  few  inches  from  tlie  Hem 
With  an  axe,  and  ihf  n  to  clear  away  the  Hump 
clofe  anil  level  with  a  faw’,  doing  away  the 
rouglineUtrs  left  by  the  teeil.  of  tlic  faw  with 
a  plane,  or  witli  the  edge  of  a  broad. mouthed 
axe,  in  order  to  prevent  the  wet  from  hxng- 
ing  in  the  wound.  A  faw  for  thb  purpofe 
fliould  he  fet  very  wide  ;  ir  will 

not  make  its  w.iy  tiirouri:  ,f'<.en  wood. 

“  Ttm 
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The  fitteft  oppoitunily  for  pruning  anJ 
fctting  up  young  iimherSf  as  well  as  for  ta>  < 
king  down  pollards  and  dotard  timbers,  and  t 
clearing  away  oilier  incumbrances,  is  when  ] 
Ihc  Hedge  ilfeU  b  felled  ;  and  it  were  well  ] 
for  landed  individuals  (as  for  the  nation  aC  ( 
large)  if  no  Hedge  was  fuffered  to  be  cut  i 
down  wUhouC  the  whole  hufinefs  of  the  ( 
Hedge-rowr  being  at  the  fame  lime  properly 
executed.  *’ 

As  we  have  alre.'idy  prolra^cd  this  article 
fo  an  unufual  length,  we  muft  now  take  our 
leave  of  the  more  ujeful  part  of  this  perform¬ 
ance,  and  proceed  to  give  fome  account  of 
that  part  wlikh  treats  of  o^  name^tal^ardtn'n^^ 
at  prefent  a  fajhionabU  fubjtifl,  and  mnfl  for 
ever  be  a  fubjeCt  beneurabU  to  tijis  country. 

Mankind  no  fooncr  find  thcmfclvcs  in 
faft  polTcfTion  of  the  neujfaria  of  life,  than 
they  begin  to  feel  a  want  of  its  conven't:ncif.i  ; 
and  thefe  obtained,  fcldom  faii<of  indulging 
in  one  or  more  of  its  various  rfjinemintu 
Some  men  delight  in  the  luxuries  of  the  imn- 
giiution  ;  others  in  thofc  of  the  fenfes.  On® 
rn.in  finds  his  wants  fnpphed  in  llie  delicacies 
M  the  table,  whilft  another  files  to  perfunves 
and  ciTenccs  for  relief :  few  men  arc  infcnfi* 
blc  to  the  gratifications  of  the  c;Hr ;  and  men 
in  general  arc  lufceptible  of  thofc  of  the  eye. 
Tlic  imitative  arts  of  painting  and  fculptin'e 
have  been  the  fiudy  and  delight  of  civilized 
nations  in  all  ages  ;  but  the  art  of  cmbcllilh- 
ing  Nature  heifelf  has  been  referveJ  for  this 
age,  and  for  this  nation  ! 

“  A  fa^\  the  more  afioRifhing,  as  orn.i- 
mcnied  Nature  is  as  muchfnpcrior  to  a  P.Vint- 
ing  or  a  St.siue,  .as  a  “  Reality  is  to  a  Repre- 
fentation  — as  the  Man  himfelf  is  to  Ins 
Fuitrait,  That  the  flriking  features — the 
beauties— of  Nature,  whenever  they  have 
been  luve  always  been  admired  by  men 
cd  fenfe  and  refinement,  is  undoubtecHy  true ; 
but  why  the  good  offices  of . Art,  in  difciofing 
thefe  beauties,  and  fctiing  off  thofc  features 
to  advantage,  (hould  have  been  fu  hxig  con¬ 
fined  to  the  human  jicrfon  .alone,  is,  of  .Vil 
otlier  in  the  Ififtoiy  of  AiR  and  Sciences, 
the  moff  extraordinary. 

**  The  Ti  atnl.uor  of  IVErmcnoville’s  F.fTay 
on  Lnndfcape  has  .attempted  to  prove,  in  .an 
iiitrodu^lcrv  difcouilc,  that  the  art  is  notlung 
urtv,  for  that  it  was  imtxnm  to  the  Antient^, 
though  rot  prafh/rd.  Rut  the  eviilenres  he 
produces  g<i  r.u  f.inher  th.m  tolhew,  th.it  the 


Antients  were  admirers  ef  Kature  in  a  Jkite 
of  luiUmfi  ;  for,  whenever  they  attempted 
to  tmbeiitjh  Nature,  they  appear  to  luve  been 
guided  by  a  kind  of  Otalieitran  taOe  ;  .is  tho 
gardens  of  the  (Irceks  and  Romans,  likethofe 
of  the  modem  nations  (until  of  late  years  ia 
this  UMiniiv),  convey  to  lu  no  olher  idea 
than  that  of  Nature  tatadd,  * 

**  Mr.  Rurgli,  in  a  Note  to  his  ingenious 
Commentary  ujion  Mr.  Mafou’s  heautiiiul 
poem  The  EngUJh  Garden^  confirms  us  in 
thefe  ideas ;  and,  by  a  quotation  from  the 
Younger  Pliny,  ftiew's  the  juft  notions  the 
Antieqt^  entertained  of  the  powers  of  human 
invention,  in  affociiling  and  pohfhing  the 
rouglicr  fccnes  of  Nature  :  for,  after  giving 
us  a  beautiful  defcriplion  of  tl»«  n.itural  feene- 
ry  round  his  Tufeau  vill.i,  the  b.inks  of 
the  riber,  he  acknowledges  “  the  view  be- 
“  fore  him  to  refemhle  a  piifture  beautifully 
“  compofed,  rather  th.in  a  work  of  Nature 

accidentally  delivered.” 

“  Wc  have  been  told  that  the  Englifli 
Garden  is  but  a  copy  of  the  Gardens  of  the 
Chinefc  :  this,  however,  is  founded  in  Gal¬ 
lic  envy  rather  th.in  in  truth  ;  for  though 
their  itylc  of  Gardening  m.iy  not  admit  of  r.i- 
tooingt  and  topiary  -atorks  "f,  it  h.is  as  little  to 
do  with  natural  feenery  as  the  garden  of  an 
ancient  Rom.in,  or  a  modern  PVenchman  : 

- The  Art  of  afjifiing  Nature  is,  undoubt' 

cdly,  all  our  owm. 

**  It  cannot  fail  of  proving  highly  mtcrefting 
to  our  Readers,  to  trace  the  rife  of  this  dcliglil 
ful  art. 

**  Mr.W.iipole,  iu  his  Anecdotes  of  Painting 
in  England^  has  f.ivoured  the  public  with 
The  lltfiory  of  modern  Tajle  in  Gardening.  I 
pen  guided  by  fo  mafterly  a  hand  molt  ever 
be  froJu6tivc  of  infoiin.ition  and  entertain 
ment  when  employed  upon  a  fubje^t  fo  truly 
intcrefting  as  th.it  which  is  now  before  us. 
Defirousof  conveying  to  our  Readers  .ill  ilie 
inform.iiion  which  wc  c.in  comprefs  wim 
piiiprieiy  within  the  limits  of  our  plan,  vve 
wilhed  to  h.ivc  given  the  JubJiance  of  this  va 
luable  paper ;  but  finding  it  already  in  the 
tango.ige  of  fimplicity,  and  being  aware  of 
the  mifehiefs  which  generally  enluc  in  mci- 
ditng  with  the  produi-^tions  <«f  genius,  we 
had  only  one  alternative ;  cither  wholly  to

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tmnt  of  the  art,  it  throws  coofiJcrablc  light 
upon  the  art  itfclf ;  and  being  only  a  fmall 
pArt  of  a  work  upon  a  difterent  fubje^,  it  is 
t»ic  lefs  likely  to  fall  into  ihc  hands  of  tMc 
to  whom  it  cannot  fail  of  proving  highly  in- 
iwelling.  VN'c  arc,  tl>erefoie,  induced  to 
exceed  our  intended  limits  in  this  refpedl, 
by  making  a  literal  tranfeript ;  and  hope,  in 
tlic  liberahty  of  tlie  author,  to  he  pardoned 
for  fo  doing.”— We  have  it  in  our  fH)Wcr  to 
add,  from  the  bell  authority,  that  the  honoura¬

Under  the  hc.Kl  Genet al  Principles f  we 
meet  wifit  the  following  obfervations : 

“  Arts  mei  ely  imitative  have  but  one  prin. 
ciple  to  w’ork  by,  the  natmc  or  actual  llatc 
of  the  thing  to  he  imilateijf!  In  works  of 
dcfign  and  invettlion,  .another  principle  takes 
the  lead,  which  is  tajle.  And  in  every 
work  in  which  mental  gratification  is  not 
the  only  obje^,  a  tliird  principle  arifes, 
utility,  or  the  concomitant  purpofe  for  which 
Ihe  pnnla^lion  is  intended. 

“  The  art  of  Gardening  is  fnhjeft  to  thcfe 
ihrto  [u  uicipleb :  to  nature,  as  being  a:i  imi¬ 
tative  art  ;  to  utility,  as  being  proiludtivc  of 
objects  whicli  are  ul'efal  as  well  as  ornamen- 
lul ;  ;uii  to  tallc,  in  the  choice  of  fit  objcCls 
to  he  imitated,  and  of  tit  purpolts  to  be  pur- 
furd,  asaUo  in  the  compofition  of  the  lever.d 
objects  and  ends  piopofcil,  fo  as  to  produce 
the  degree  of  gratification  and  ufe  heft  fuited 
to  the  place  and  to  the  purpoje  for  wliich  it  is 
about  to  be  ornamented:  thus,  a  Hunting- 
Box  .and  a  Summer  Villa, — an  Ornamented 
Cottage  and  a  Maiifion,  require  a  different 
f>)lc  of  ornament,  adilfereiit  choice  objects, 
a  different  tajU.  Nor  c.an  tartc  be  confined 
It » nature  and  utility, — the  place  and  thif  piir- 
poJe,  alone  ;  the  object  of  the  Volile  Arts 
is  ilie  gratification  of  the  human  mind,  and 
the  Hate  of  refinement  of  the  mind  ilfelf  mult 
be  confidered.  Men's  notions  v.iry,  not  only 
in  different  ages,  hut  individu.ally  in  the  fame 
agee  what  W'ould  have  gratified  mankind  a 
century  .“^go  in  this  country,  will  not  pjeafe 
them  now  ;  v.'hilft  the  Country  ’Squire  .and 
the  fine  Gentleman  of  the  preferit  day  re¬ 
quire  a  different  kind  of  gratification  :  never- 
ihslefs,  under  thelc  various  circumitanccj. 


evety  thing  may  be  Maturate  and  every  thing 
adapted  tu  the  place  ;  the  degree  cf  rejinemeeU 
conftituting  the  principal  dif^eiice. 

^  We  do  not  mean  to  enter  into  any  argu¬ 
ment  about  wlrether  a  Itate  of  ruflicity  or  a 
ftate  of  refinement,  whether  the  loreft  or 
the  cky  be  the  Ibte  for  which  tile  Author  of 
Nature  intended  the  human  fpecies :  man¬ 
kind  are  now  found  in  every  (late  and  in 
every  Itagc  of  favagenefs,  rulticity,  civiliza* 
tion,  and  refinement)  and  the  particular 
(tyle  of  ornament  we  wi(b  to  recommend  is, 
that  which  is  belt  adapted  to  the  Hate  of  re¬ 
finement  that  now  prevails  in  this  country ; 
leaving  irnlividuals  to  vary  it  as  their  own 
diiea.” 

General  J^pplication^  we 
find  annong  many  others,  the  following  general 
rules  of  pra^ice. 

**  It  is  unneceffary  to  repeat,  that  where, 
ever  Nature  or  accident  lias  already  adapted 
the  place  to  the  intended  puriKife,  the  ailif* 
t.incc  of  Art  is  precluded :  but  wherever 
Nature  is  improvcablc,  Art  lias  an  undoubted 
right  to  Hep  in,  and  make  the  requifite  ini. 
provement.  The  diamiMid,  in  its  natural 
Hate,  is  highly  improveable  by  art. 

•*  In  the  lower  clalTcs  of  rural  improve¬ 
ments,  Art  ffioulJ  be  fecn  as  little  as  may  be; 
and  in  the  more  negligent  fccnes  of  Nature, 
every’  thing  ought  to  appear  .is  if  it  had  been 
done  by  the  general  laws  of  Nature,  or  had 
grown  out  of  a  feries  of  fortuitous  circum- 
Hanccs.  But,  in  the  higher  departments. 
Art  cannot  be  liid  ;  and  the  appearance  of 
defign  ought  not  to  be  excluded.  A  human 
produ6\ion  cannot  be  made  perfe^ly  natural  ; 
and,  held  out  as  fuel),  it  becomes  an  impo- 
fition.  Our  art  lies  in  endeavouring  to  adapt 
the  produ^ons  of  N.iture  to  human  Liffc  aisd 
perceptions  ;  and,  if  much  art  be  ufcJ,  do 
not  attempt  to  hide  it.  Who  confidci-s  an 
accumplilhcd  well-dreffcd  woman  as  in  a 
Hate  of  Nature?  and  who,  fc ring  a  beauti¬ 
ful  ground  adorned  witli  wood  and  lawn, 
with  water,  bridges,  .and  buildings,  believc:» 
it  to  be  a  natural  prodiidhon  ?  Art  feldom 
fails  to  pleafe  when  executed  in  a  maHerly 
manner :  nay,  it  is  frecjuently  the  defign  and 
execution,  more  tluin  the  produdtion  itfelf, 
that  Hi  ikes  us.  It  is  the  artijicey  not  the 
deftgrty  which  ought  to  be  avoided.  It  is  the 
labour y  and  not  the  arty  which  ougiit  to  be 
concealed.  A  well-written  poem  would 
be  read  w'lth  lei's  plffilure,  if  we  kneve  liie 
painful  exertions  it  gave  rife  to  in  the  com- 
|H)fition;  and  the  rural  artilt  ougtit,  upon 
every  occafion,  to  endeavour  to  avoid  labour  ; 
or,  if  iadifpenfihly  necclTiry,  to  conceal  it. 
No  trace  ffiould  be  left  to  lead  back  the  mind 
to  the  expenjive  toll,  A  mound  raifed,  a 
mountain  levelled,  or  a  ufclcl's  temple  built,

The  origio  of  this  Societv  and  the  na> 
tore  of  us  Memoirs  Lie  fet  foriii  in  a 

prefatory  addrcis. - “  Many  years  lince, 

a  few  geutlcmen,  inltabitanu  of  the  tuun, 
who  were  infpired  u  iiti  a  talle  for  literature 
and  philofophy,  tuimeU  tlicmlelves  into  a 
kind  of  weekly  club,  for  tlic  pur)X)le  uf  con- 
verfuig  on  fubje«Sls  of  that  nature.  1  hue 
meetings  were  continued,  with  lome  inter¬ 
ruption,  for  feveral years;  and  many  relpcc- 
table  perfons  being  dohrous  of  becoming 
members,  the  uumbeis  were  increafed  to 
far,  as  to  induce  the  founders  of  the  Society 
to  think  of  extending  tlieir  t>rigiual  defign. 
PrefidenU  and  utlicr  othcers  were  tlecled, 
a  code  of  laws  formed,  and  a  regular  Society 
conUituted,  and  denominated,  Tie  Literary 
and  Society  of  tdan^hefer  ^ 

The  following  aic  ionic  of  its  laws  aiid  le- 
gulations : 

That  the  number  of  members  inverted 
with  the  privilege  of  voting,  clcdling  mern- 
her.,  &c.  be  limited  to  htty. 

Tlut  lionoi.iry  members,  rcfiding  at  a  dif- 
tance  from  Maocherter,  be  eligible,  ^cc. 

Hut  every  elcTlion  be  coiiducieu  by  bal¬ 
lot,  &c. 

Tlut  two  prcfulei.ts,  hnir  vice-piel'uienfs, 
two  iccrctaries,  a  iic.tiuur,  anu  hbiaiian,  be 
elected  annually,  Icc. 

Tliat  a  comm.itcc  of  papers  be  appointCvl 
at  the  lame  time,  conhrtii.g  of  tht  aiiove  and 
oruaiaty  mnnlH'is,  who  aie  to  decide  by 
h.dlot  coticeinuigthe  inicitionin  the  i eg  iter, 
or  the  pubhc.r.KMi,  ol  ;u*y  p''piT  which  ihall 
have  been  le.ad  before  Ifie  Siniity,  haz.

It.itioii,  IS  liable  to  negUdt  the  cultivation  of 
4ii<'ic  (piiitu.il  latent.''  which  ought  to  .adorn  it; 
while  the  aiKu-iU  virgin  is  (uppolVd  to  re- 
femblc  t>ic\ir.bi‘iiericcd  tcilcfialtic,  who,  cou- 
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wlio  retain  their  health  and  facultie.s,  r.U'ely 
ce.ifc  to  pradtii'e  aivy  ingenious  art,  to  dd- 
play  any  amufiiig  accomplilhmcnt,  which 
had  ever  gained  them  applaufe. 

Indeed  that  perfect  leifure,  and  tlut  ex* 
emption  from  tlx  burthen  of  houfchold 
c.ues,  which  the  old  maid  enjoy?,  is  highly 
calcuhittd  to  aflift  her  progrefs  in  woiks  of 
ingenuity  ;  and  fuch  works,  by  detaching 
the  mind  from  idle,  impertinent,  and  ccnlori- 
ous  ideas,  contributes  much  to  fuppoit  tlie 
natural  benevolence  of  the  heart,  and  to 
confer  a  degree  of  happlnefson  many  a  wor¬ 
thy  fpinflcr  of  gentle  manners  and  of  eal'y 
fortunes.

He  was,  however, 
enabled  to  live  w  ithout  the  aid  of  his  profef- 
f'.on  by  means  of  his  wife's  fortune,  wlu', 
hcMog  of  .a  delicate  conftitution,  .'uul  dying  in 
criild-btd,  left  him  an  only  daughter,  of 
wlirm  he  was  as  fond  as  a  virtunfoc  in  be  of 
any  Inunv  and  e'dinaiy  proiludtioii  of  nature. 
As  (he  grew  up,  flic  difplayed  a  talent  for 
drawing,  and  by  fuiphfing  her  f.ather  by  an- 
acciirale  delineation  of  three  of  the  molt  pre- 
ci(Ri.s  articles  in  his  c.abinec,  fu  warmed  the 
old  naluralifl’s  heart,  that  he  declared,  lie 
would  give  her  5000!.  onlhcday  of  marriage. 

1  hcodora,  who  liad  now  reached  the  age  of 
nineteen,  w.\^  of  to  af4c<itior..>te  a  difpofition, 
that  fhe  not  only  loved  her  father  molt 
tenderly,  but  Uxikcd  upon  lies  wliimfical 
hobby-horlc  with  a  parti.il  vcner.ition.  This 
circumflance  coiitiibutcd  much  to  their  mu¬ 
tual  liapplncft,  .'uui  rendered  tlie  young 
l.idy  lefs  eager  to  elcapc  from  the  cufliHly  of 
a  fanciful  old  father.  'i'lxtHlori,  however, 
admitted  the  suits  of  a  Mr.  Hlandfoid,  a 
young  man  of  .'icute  undeill.Muling  and  pohfh- 
ed  manners,  who  had  the  add: els  to  ingrati¬ 
ate  himfclf  with  the  I)o<5tor,  who  very 
candidly  told  ilie  y<nitig  man  what  he  intend¬ 
ed  tui  his  daughter, dccl.ii  ing  at  the  lame  time, 
th.U  I.e  left  her  entirely  at  her  own  diipolal. 
'I  hcodora,  though  prejudiced  iu  (avtmr  of  her 
admirer,  had  hitherto  given  no  other  anfwcr 
to  his  addrtllcs,  but  that  (he  ihoiiglit  hcrftlf 
too  young  to  marry.  While  niatter.s  were 
in  thi.s  (itiiaiion,  Dr.  Coia!  w.as  lummoned  to 
a  d;fl.»nce  by  a  letter  from  a  friend,  informing 
linn  (it  the  death  of  a  bu>t!icr  virtuolo,  w  ith  a 
hiui  lluil  he  might  enrich  himfclf  by  the  pur- 
ch.^fe  ot  a  vety  chi'ice  col'.ei^tion  of  the  mofl 
vahi:,M«:  iJi.'.ai,  wIikIi,  if  he  w.as  qin.k 
fi)  lugli  in  In  .ij'phc.it.on,  tie  rr.ight  pnfijbly 
ob:.-.i'i  by  pi.\..Uu  i  iiadt.

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rftvim  of  Ills  ilauglitci*  from  a  neighbouring 
vifii,  the  Doctor  threw  hunlclf  into  a 
]><itt-chalfe  ami  tiMvelleti  all  lughl  u*  reach  itic 
maiilion  of  his  ilepartcd  brother,  lathe  courfe 
oi  the  following  il.iy.  After  lurveyliig  w  iih 
avidity  and  admuatioii  the  innumerable  cm  i- 
ofitics  of  whicli  he  panted  to  become  the  pof* 
felfor,  he  eagerly  ciupnml  if  any  price  had 
been  fettled  for  the  whole  collection  ?  and  uu 
being  informed  that  he  might  become  the 
niartcr  of  the  whole,  on  the  immediate  pay¬ 
ment  of  3,500!.  the  IVie-tor  after  a  Itrugglc 
between  p.treni.d  atltdlion  and  his  palHon 
for  vntUf  as  all  his  ready  miMicy  was  devoted 
to  the  approaching  marriage  of  his  d.uighter, 
ulmofl  refolvcd  to  reliTUpnlh  all  ideas  of  the 
purcliafe  :  unluckily  he  took  a  fecond  furvey, 
and  met  with  an  ailiclc  which  he  Iwd  over¬ 
looked  in  his  tirll  view'.  'I  his  .uidilional  rari¬ 
ty  entirely  ovei  fet  his  prudential  refolution, 
when  h.dlily  fcizing  a  pen  he  wiotc  a  draft 
upon  hi''  banker  for  the  3,500!.  On  his 
return,  the  IXidtor,  who,  like  mort  people 
of  a  buty  turn,  had  a  particular  plcafure  in 
talking  of  whatever  he  did,  Iregan  ti>  enter- 
fain  his  company,  conhfVmg  of  his  daughter, 
a  female  relation,  and  the  alliduous  Mr. 
Rlandfurd,  with  an  account  of  his  ad.enturcs  : 
lie  enlarged  with  raiHuie  on  his  purchafe, 
intimating  that  it  had  colt  him  a  large  fum. 
This  nai  nation  produced  a  gloomy  claangc  in 
the  c«*’inienauce  of  Mi‘.  Illandford;  which  be¬ 
ing  peiceived  by  the  l)<KTor,  he  look  him 
into  his  itudy,  and  candidly  told  him,  lliat 
this  tranladtion  llunild  make  no  mateiial 
ditference  in  the  fortune  ot  his  daughter,  as 
lie  would  more  than  compcnf,ile  for  the  de¬ 
ficiency,  by  a  bond  for  4000!.  with  full  in- 
terelt,  and  ftriCt  punctuality  of  payment.

attention  to  the  peace  .and  ple.tfui  t;  of  her 
father’s  life,  mofthcflcClu.dly  dt.ibliihcd  the 
felicity  of  her  own. 

Th<x)dor.i,  hy  many  ingenious  w’orks  and 
devices,  lias  connived  to  amufe  hrrtelf  and 
delight  her  f.i'.lier  :  alw.  ys  engaged  in  oc- 
cupUions  of  benevolent  ingenuity,  fhc  is  nc- 
vei  uae.ily,  and  h.isgiown  im|>crceplibly  into 
an  old  maid,  without  entertaining  a  with  for 
the  nioie  houourab’ic  title  of  u  wife.  Her 
mild  and  gentle  parent  Iras  fccured  iiimleU 
from  the  infnmities  of  age  by  long  liabits 
of  temperance,  exert ife,  and,  u'luit  is  perhaps 
Itill  more  falni.'iry,  uivivciial  bcnevolcircc.-— 

At  tire  age  of  87,  he  is  in  full  potlenTinn  of 
his  faculties,  and  beholds  with  infinite  de¬ 
light  oue  virtuous  and  happy  daughter,  nrtrlt 
tendcily  .aliached  to  him,  and  withing  for  no 
liighiT  enjoyment  tli.m  wlu;  aiifcs  from 
their  reciprocal  atle«Mion. 

In  anlwcr  to  lonie  fprightly  rem.uks  of  a 
facetious  friend,  who  had  been  with  trim  fo 
fee  thefe  two  amiable  .and  lingular  ch.irx'fers, 
and  w'hich  he  concluded  witir  the  oblcrration 
of  Mouficur  dc  la  Bruycrc,  that  “  the

inaure  of  the  crimes  of  which  this  dreadful 
catalogue  is  com|H)lcd,  we  find  it  contains 
iranfgrtirions  I'carccly  d  **  rving  corporal  pu- 
nilhment,  w’hile  it  omits  enormities  of  the 
nioll  atrocious  kind.

to  force  one’s  hand  through  a  pane  of  giafs,  .it 
five  u’cU'Tfk  ill  the  afternoon  jfi  winter,  even 
it  nothing  be  adlually  taken,  is  a  burglary  ; 
though  to  break  open  a  lioufc,  with  every 
circumdance  of  violenc  *,  at  four  o’clock  in 
the  morning  in  fummer,  for  the  purpofc  of 
rubbing,  is  only  a  mifdemeanor.  Such,”  conti¬ 
nues  he,  arc  the  laws  which  the  judges  are 
exhorted  to  enfoT'  c  with  the  utmod  ngour, 
and  which  are  reprefented  as  requiring  no 
revifal,  tlwugh  they  thus  proclaim  their  own 
abfurdity,  and  call  aloud  fur  reformation.

S;H)n  af.er  Ins  Maiefiy’s  departure,  the 
Lord  Clnncfllor  read  liic  Speech,  and  at 
Lhc  conclufion, 

Lord  Morion  rofe  to  move  .an  addiefs  to 
his  Mijd’y;  he  introduced  his  motion  in  the 
ulu.d  terms,  alluding  to  diit'erent  p.trts  of  the 
Ipcfi  h  in  Itrains  of  panegyric,  .and  was  hapj.y 
to  Icize  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
S<»vereign  for  his  condefcenfion.  'Hie  .'Ktdrds, 
of  cuurlc,  was  a  mere  echo  oftlic  fpeech,  and 
was  fecondetl  by 

laird  Fortelcue,  w!io  obferved,  tliat  he 
was  no  iefs  defiroas  of  tcltifviug  Ins  fentc  of 
the  luHvnir  \n  hu:li  lud  been  done  to  the 
flmite,  t'uin  ln>  noble  friend  ;  fie  alfo  con- 
graliilated  t!;e  public  at  large,  on  the  pleating 
proipcCt  of  the  incrcale  of  our  commerce, 
and  the  aliaraiices  of  onr  rcvcMine  being  in  fo 
Hoiirilhing  a  Itate,  .a*  to  give  hopes  of  lell'en- 
iiig  the  public  debt.  He  tliong'it  much 
praifc  w.is  due  to  Adminiliration,  tor  liaving 
acconiplilhed  fo  delu'ahle  an  end  ;  .iiid  it  was 
v/.ili  the  grealell  jilealuic  he  Iccondcd  ’Ls 
motion. 

Karl  ritzwllham  faid,  llia»  nlthongh  it 
v.as  by  no  means  his  inlcntioi,  to  oppoic  the 
ildrets,  yet  lie  was  luider  tnv  necellity  of 
entreat. ng  their  I.  irdlhips  would  indulge  Intu 
a  few  mo;Ucni<  ;  for  .li.  there  weie  tome 
p.nints  in  liie  fpeech  to  which  he  coold  not 
conlillcnlly  .accede,  he  Ihovild  with  to  ilif. 
knguilh  himfelf  from  tlu»fe  who  might  he 
Lichned  to  give  tlieir  implicit  comeni  to  the 
addrefs.  He  Ihould  he  exceedingly  forry  to 
have  it  undei  iIoihI  in  the  world  lie  had  ;id- 
niiited,  that  the  hill  u  loch  their  Lordihips 
liad  thought  proper  to  pafs  lalt  ielVions,  con- 
hiining  the  twenty  propofitions  tor  a  com¬ 
mercial  arrangement  with  Ireland,  w’as  .a 
faliitary  niealuie  ;  he  had  thought  it  deferv- 
ing  reprobation  then,  he  thought  fo  llill  ; 

f.ir  jlever.d  weeks  togciher,  while  the  mea- 
fiire  \va;<  m  agitation,  he  cor.ltantly  attended 

I ’lie  Hoviiv  to;  inform.itioii  on  the  fiibjei5\f  and 
tiic  infiirnui.on  he  obtained  only  ferved  to 
continu  him  in  his  op.nion,  that  it  was 
fiaught  with  portions  th.it  wonUl  be  ruinous 
hi  iluj  m.anufatlurers  of  iliis  kingdom,  and 
rrprchenliblc  for  the  infringement  it  made 
nn  the  conlUtutlon  of  Ireland  ;  it  was  there¬ 
fore  with  no  fmall  degree  of  faiisfa<ffion  he 
Iwd  feen  it  treated  in  the  manner  it  had  been 
ui  tli.it  country,  and  he  hoped  it  would  never 
^>iu  be  revived  ;  it  li.id  heen  fe.ired,  repro- 
»  bated,  and  dctelted  here  ;  st  lud  been  fcoiacd, 


ctMitemneJ,  .and  rejei'^ed  there  ;  but  although 
lic  now  had  no  doubt  of  its  being  ahaiuioned, 
yet  he  could  not  lulfer  a  piifuioii  to  pafs 
as  unanimous  in  that  iLiufr,  which  would 
Convey  an  approbation  of  the  meafurc.  As 
to  the  tlouriihing  Ifatc  of  the  Revenue,  it 
w.is  a  circumltaiicc,  if  true,  lliat  no  ni.ia 
hre.jthing  ujoiced  more  fiuceiely  in  than  he 
did  ;  whether  the  Minilter  of  Finance  h.id 
accomplilhed  it  in  the  moll  lair,  jnlt,  and 
rijmtablc  manner,  w.as  not  the  «|nellion  at 
|>iefent ;  he  would  therernre  le.ive  it  with 
the  public  to  decide  upon  ;  but  he  hoped,  if 
there  le.illy  was  a  fiirplu''*,  their  Lorilllii[nt 
would  be  guarded  .ag.»inlt  any  attempt  tivac 
might  be  made,  to  direct  it  into  any  other 
channel  than  leirening  the  |«ublic  bui*thens  t 
he  w.as  led  to  throw  out  this  hint  by  a  recent 
puhlicaiion,  called  tlic  1‘rinciples  of  the 
Commutation  'Fax :  It  was  not  a  Giaih- 
Iticct  public.atioii ;  tlic  author  u.is  a  Gcnlle- 
m.in  w’cll  known  ;  he  \\  .as  of  confeipieiice 
ill  the  Kalt  Indiadioufe,  Member  of  Farlia- 
mciit,  and  in  the  coutidcncc  of  the  MiniOcr  { 
lo  much  lo  that  he  believed  it  would  be  no 
unfair  ll.itemcnf  lo  r.dl  it  a  Downing-Rreel 
pamplilct :  in  tUr  eaily  p.iit  of  it  a  pertou 
miglit  he  puzzled  to  diicover  its  meaning, 
hut  it  was  imixulihle  lor  any  individu.il  to 
pernfe  it  to  the  end,  without  )tercciving  its 
drift :  by  lint  pamphlet,  wiiicn  he  could  do 
no  otliei  vv  ife  ilian  think  of  contetpicr.ce,  it 
would  be  foniul  the  liidri  Comp.my  vvouKl 
be  very  ihoi  tly  in  want  of  no  lefsalum  linn 

g . 2<'’0,oool.  he  hoped,  however,  their  laird* 
lliip->  would  fcout  the  idea  of  appioprialing 
the  furplns  of  our  Uevituic  to  llieir  ufe, 
while  the  public  .it  large  were  alnioit  fink¬ 
ing  under  the  enormity  of  their  buitlicns. — 
Jlis  J^nrdfhip  tfien  to«)k  a  view’  of  the  India 
bill  tint  palled  lalt  fcllions,  r.nd  the  conic- 
<)uences  lh.it  were  likely  to  accrue  from  it. 
He  was  at  a  lofs  to  llnd  terms  fvdhcieutly 
Itrong  to  reprobate  a  principle  that  indiferi- 
minately  threw  a  ftigma  upon  eveiv  indivi¬ 
dual  who  happened  lo  he  employed  either  in  a 
civil  or  military’  capacity  in  lh.it  country. — 
Miuifters  had  been  cautioned  .againlt  paflTing 
a  bill  fo  likely  to  cre.itc  confufion  ;  hut  they, 
at  the  time,  infilled  tint  it  would  no  fooncr 
.arrive  in  India  tlnn  it  would  rellore  haimo- 
ny  and  deftroy  peculation ;  .mid  in  the  molt 
unrd'erved  manner  charged  thofe  w’ho  oppo* 
fed  it  with  ufing  idle  ded.imalion  upon  un¬ 
founded  apprthcnfions  :  tlicfe  miuifters  w  ere, 
however,  now  amvinced,  by  repe.ntcd  infor¬ 
mations,  that  their  favourite  adt  li.ml  thrown 
the  Carn.itic  into  confufion  j  a  confufion  tin: 

h. id  ilcterrcd  I-a>rd  Macartney,  with  all  his 
maginnimity,  from  acccpt.ng  the  goveruor- 
geneiiUhip  ;  he  did  not  pretend  to  fpealc 
fiom  any  information  that  honoumble  perfuii 
had  given  him  ;  for  though  he  was  honouied 
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bv  li!S  acqna’.nlaiice,  he  !:ad  ro  claim*;  tiprn 
bis  fricmlthip;  f<*r,  tl^lr  Lori’.fli!|>>  n>ight 
remember,  wlien  he  was  appoinrmtoM.ulr.^s, 
he  Uron[;ly  oppofed  it,  hiu  he  io  fully  approv¬ 
ed  uf  his  Luidlhip’s  condud  fince  he  lud 
been  tlici  e,  tlut  lie  tiKik  the  hi  ft  oppi>rtimi- 
ty  to  declare  he  thought,  by  his  icfignation, 
the  Company  liad  l(»ft  the  fcrvices  of  one  of 
the  heft  fervants  they  ever  had.  As  to  the 
bill  he  h.nl  .alluded  to  deft u>ylng  pccul.ilion, 
he  was  hrmlyof  opinion,  the  contrary  would 
be  the  ;  aiul  he  w.rs  cooftrmed  in  this 
©pinion,  by  the  .aff.ons  of  the  B<'aid  that  h.ad 
been  crcateil  by  it,  who,  though  they  ow  ed 
their  exiltence  to  it,  tud  proceeded  in  direift 
oppof.llon,  and  given  reality  to  that  which  he 
believed  no  man  ever  thought  had  an  cxilt- 
ence,  he  rnc.-.n!  the  debts  of  the  Nabob  of 
Arcot. — Alter  dwelling  fome  i.me  on  the 
conferjuenccs  of  tins  bill,  his  Lordfhip  revert¬ 
ed  to  tlvit  p.irt  of  tlie  Speccli  which  fetmed 
to  convey  an  .approbation  of  the  Irilh  Tropo- 
1ition%  and  concluded  wiili  ulifcrvinp,  that 
be  would  certainly  give  his  negative  to  that 
part  of  the  addrefs  w  hicli  alluded  to  it. 

Lord  Sydney  could  not  uiffcr  their  lortl- 
fhips  to  dep.ait  with  the  impre'.Tum  which 
the  noble  Kail  might  have  m.adc  cn  their 
nunds  hy  his  lein.ii  ks  on  the  hill  for  t(t.ihlifh- 
ing  a  commercial  ari.angemenl  wiili  IreI.rnd  : 
—  from  w  hat  his  LorJfhip  lad  f.ud  upon  the 
LibjeCl,  il  might  be  fuppoied  the  me.afure 
w.is  g.v«  n  up ;  but  on  the  contiai  v,  be 
\4(»u!d  allure  them  it  was  ftiil  open  for  con¬ 
fide  rat  mn,  mu*  hail  It  httn  rejected  by  the 
I'arli.inient  of  the  lifter  kingdom.  Wh.aitvtr 
epithets  the  noble  L.irl  might  think  proper 
to  tl.iMW  upon  Ihemc.ifnrt  ,  or  the  fram<is 
4)f  It,  he  ti lifted  the  c.Miilcu'.i'  of  the  Iloufe 
wiuilvl  give  him  endit  that  it  had  been  pio- 
dncid  by  the  belt  ot  motives,  and  thought 
bv  Its  fuppoitcis  likely  to  he  a  bcntfil  to 
both  countries  — He  ccrtuuily  did  not  w  ilh  to 
indiire  noble  Lords  to  .ippnive  of  a  nuaturc 
tliey  diflikoil,  nor  would  their  .'ilicntir.g  to 
the  Ovidrcls  bear  any  Inch  implicntK»n  ;  for, 
:i<  he  undeitti^Hl  the  Speech,  ir  tcnik  no  more 
nctue  rf  it  than  w.is  ablolurcly  iiccelfarv, 
and  could  not  be  civiftrucd  into  panegyi  ic. — 
As  to  the  India  Kill,  whicli  !us  Loidlinp  h.id 
tlHV'ght  ptoper  (o  leprob.itc  in  luch  (trong 
terms,  he  Uitlercd  c'.tr.eh*  with  him  as  ti> 
Its  iinr  did  he  believe  the  ivifon 

whi»  bad  bc'on  alluded  to  had  <{uicteil  the 
C,.in..t  c  on  recount  of  the  principle'^  of  th.it 
h  11  ;  It  w.isttue  he  hid  not  Lojd  M  .icatt- 
nev's  :in*.b»ti!v  for  fuc!.  ;«r.  allert.on,  but  lie 
In  mh  btl  eved  h.s  L«»rdftnp  woi.Id  bt  foiry 
to  h.ave  'ni  !i  .1  retynt  cieditcd.  H<  Jluicd 
I'  e  IhiiiV,  th.ii  w,‘).itt  »er  n't-.uhiic.'  h.~d  been 
hioog't  for\i  .lu  0*1  ..*.up:cd  ‘'V  the  pufent 
icrcaiU'  of  the  c  .owti.  miinr.a’.td  with  the 


heft  intentions,  :nd  he  as.  liille  expelled  a 
cemtrary  meaning  lliould  be  thrown  on  them, 
as  ih.ai  any  rhjetftion  couM  be  taken  to  the 
formation  of  the  S|)eech  which  had  been  juft 
dehvci  cd. 

E.irl  of  Carlifle,  w’ifhing  not  to  give  an 
erroneous  meaning  to  wh.«t  h.^d  f.illcn  from 
the  noble  Secretary,  l>egged  to  know  what 
he  w.is  to  underffand  was  the  r»Ml  filiation 
<'f  the  Projxifuioi’.s,  which  their  Lordlhips 
in  their  wifdom  h.id  palTid  into  a  bill  lalt 
felfions,  and  which  the  Irilh  more  wifely, 
in  his  opinion,  had  rejedU'd.  Did  his  lainl- 
fhip  mean  to  fay  that  we  have  otTcicd  ilicm 
ihofe  ProjMrfi lions,  .and  that  they  might  ac¬ 
cept  them  when  they  pleafed  ?  It  was  not 
his  dehre  to  tie  his  Loi«lftrip  down  to  lime  ; 
hut  if  he  w'.as  to  put  luch  .in  interpretation  to 
his  words,  it  would  imply,  ih.il  they  were 
.at  liberty  to  r.at-fy  them  now',  or  twenty 
years  hence,  mlt  as  tinted  tl.eir  own  con- 
veuiency  ;  a  itrange  di'dh  inc  that,  and  which 
he  trufted  would  never  be  acceded  to — He 
iepi(»b.ated  the  India  Kill,  and  obferved  that 
Govnnmcnt  h.ad  been  warned  of  its  conlt- 
qviencc!:,  and  he  believed  they  n*»w  lorely 
rep'viited  not  taking  advice.  1  he  noble  Lord 
who  1'econdeil  the  motion,  and  who  h.ad 
perfotmed  the  talk  very  ably,  obferved 
much  praife  w  .as  due  to  Adminiftration  ;  he 
wilhed  to  know’  for  what ;  it  was  a  very 
e  m.attci  for  a  friend  to  pronounce  a 
panegyric,  hut  thofe  jHifon.<g».s  luul  now 
hem  lurticiently  long  in  oiVice  to  he  judged 
bv  wli.al  they  h.ad  done,  and  not  hy  what 
tbtv  intended  to  do;  tbe  iiit.ituatiun  was 
w**rn  off  the  public,  and  fo  would  they 
judge.  He  Ihould  like  to  know  by  wliich  of 
their  mcafiues  I’.iey  would  wilh  to  be  tried  ; 
not  llie  commutation  t.ix  he  believed,  fmee 
one  of  their  ow’n  fiitml:.,  in  a  pamphlet, 
which  a  noble  K.ul  h.ad  alie.ady  alluded  to, 
li.id  given  up  the  point  of  proving  it  adv.an- 
tageous  to  the  public  ;  they  would  not,  he 
hclievcd,  ritk  their  fxipul.u  ily  o;i  the  (hop- 
tax  ;  the  India  hill  whicli  had  fet  llie  C.arnatic 
m  a  ferment,  would  he  he  fuppofed  e*ju.ally  ob- 
jeClc*!  to ;  nor  did  he  conceive  tlic  commer- 
ti.il  arrangements  with  Ireland  would  ft.and 
a  better  cli.aicc  ;  being  rcprob.aied  as  ruinous 
in  this  country,  contemned  and  defpilVd 
there  ;  upon  what  gnnind  then  were  our 
m.nlftcrs  entitled  to  appl.uiie.  He  was  at  a 
h*fs  to  coiije^lorc,  and  therefore  wiftieil  fi'r 
information.  His  Lordfhip  then  enlargtJ 
coiifidci.ihly  on  the  India  bill,  and  concluded 
by  i.iking  an  opportunity  of  rcpe.ating  las 
ijiuilion  lefpe^ling  ilic  Itifli  rrcip(*(ita*ns. 

l.ord  Wnlfingh.ana  rcp-lied  to  fomc  part  of 
tl.c  noldc  Earl’s  fiye*.h  »'cfpe(ft:ng  tb.c  Hoard 
of  Ci'titrou!,  and  cutered  uiUi  .a  juft)hc.uu'ii 
of  llitii  pun;ccdiiigs. 
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Iriril  Stormont  then  rofe,  notl  in  a  veiy 
i'jHXCh  of  a  confuler.iMe  li-ngtli  con- 
tciulril  ag.uMlt  the  ailJivls  ui  its  prek-nt 
form  ;  he  went  largely  into  the  ahkirdity  of 
fpeaking  in  favour  of  the  Iriih  ProiHilitionv, 
luice  It  was  now  plain  they  weie  cipially 
iihnoxions  to  both  kingiloms,  :md  which  he 
CiMitcnJcd  tlic  Speech  abfolntely  iliil,  luR- 
withilaiulms  falUn  from  the  noble 

Sccrciaiy,  as  the  words  were,  “  but  no 
ertjctn.d  Itcp  has  been  taken  thereuiHin 
which  can  enable  vini  to  make  any  fuither 
progrefs  in  that  ulutj>^y  work.’*  Another 
part  he  objeifled  to,  was  that  whicli  Ualed 
foreign  powers  had  given  “  the  (frongelt 
alUirances  of  their  friendly  difpohtions  to- 
w.ards  this  country’’ — for  he  was  ur.a’de  to 
conceive  how  palling  euids  almoll  prohi¬ 
biting  our  mamifacfni'es,  were  proofs  of 
their  friendly  difpofiiions  ;  he  could  fuppvife 
they  were  not  inclined  to  go  to  war,  and 
therefore  thought  pacific  intentions  would 
been  more  applicable. — He  was  happy, 
he  faid,  to  tiiul  there  was  fome  likeliluHid 
of  letkning  our  nation.d  debt,  and  he  hoped 
that  every  Ihilliiig  winch  poliihly  could, 
would  bo  'applied  to  that  purpofe  ;  it  wa« 
time  indeed  fome  attentiiin  was  paid  to  that 
fubjert,  ^ntr  formidable  enemies  having  con- 
liderjfily  taken  the  lead  of  us  :  they  had  ap¬ 
propriated  a  certain  fum  from  the  year  after 
the  cnntlufiort  of  the.  war  to  tlmt  purjvife. 
The  allufion  to  the  fupport  of  our  navy 
gave  him  .»lfo  pleafuie,  nor  was  it  lefs  iie- 
ceil  iiT  ;  for  he  uodei  lhMul  from  what  he 
thought  gooil  authority,  hut  which  he  lV>uild 
hr  glad  to  l.car  proved  erroiieovn’,  that  the 
French  built  fliips  much  falter  than  tins 
counlrv.  'I'hat  kingdom  had  not  confined 

heifelf  cncrcafing  her  own  Itrenglh,  but 

had  very  judicioufly  formed  a  powerful  al¬ 
liance.  He  could  not  liere,  liowever,  for¬ 
bear  giving  our  miniftry  due  praife  for  their 
iiidiittry  :  they  had  not  luffered  this  alliance 
to  take  pl.ace  as  <juiet  fpeitators  ;  no,  they 
formed  a  memorial  to  counteract  it,  and 
gave  particular  orders  to  have  it  prefenteil 
to  tlie  United  States  a  full  fortnigfit  after 
every  porter  in  ilie  liague  knew  the  alliance 
was  ratified. — llis  L  irdfhip  then  dwelt  a 
confidemhle  time  upon  the  anfwer  given  by

not  fo  far  have  milnndei  Ihnid  it,  as  to  cliarge 
miniiU'rt  with  pi  denting  a  lopiert  to  put  ofFa 
treaty  of  alii  iiue  a  fortnight  after  it  w.\s  figu- 
eil  ;  when,  in  f.id,  it  was  only  to  require  no 
cng.igements  might  hcentvrcd  intoth.it  would 
be  in  the  leak  likely  fo  interrupt  the  harmo¬ 
ny  exiuing  between  them  and  this  country _ 

The  l.ittcr,  he  w.is  of  opinion,  was  mifcon- 
flrued,  .IS  he  cooal  not  conceix'c  the  reply  gi¬ 
ven  to  his  Majdiy  ('t  i'rnlli.i’b  information  by 
this  Court,  w.is  any  more  than  fevcr.il  otheiT, 
nor  did  It  .it  .di  pletige  this  country  to  lake 
any  part  in  the  qu  nrels  of  the  ciciltorate. 
The  iKthle  Man  jins  then  drew  .1  dirtindtioti 
l>ctw(*er.  the  .Minilttrs  of  the  Elector  of  H.m- 
nver  and  thole  of  the  King  of  Great  Hntaiii, 
and  f.iid  it  would  h.ivi-  hv.-n  ihehighell  ahfur- 
dity  in  tlu*  worM  for  tlie  latter  to  fiuve  intei- 
fcr«;d  with  i!ie  foiniei  ,  as  it  woulil  h.ivchecn 
nothing  more  tliaii  faying,  \Vc  will  not  fight 
for  you,  and,  theiefore,  you  ought  not  to 
t.ake  care  of  yourlelves.  As  to  the  .alliance 
with  Rnllia,  heper  fefily  agreed  with  the  no- 
!>le  Viicount,  t:iat  it  was  a  nv»ft  defirable  ob- 
jed,  and  he  was  happy  to  have  it  in  his  pow¬ 
er  to  infoini  him  that  it  w.as  in  fuch  forward- 
nefs  iliat  the  Emprefs  had  acliully  nam«l 
her  Comiritiioner.s. 

Lord  Longhhoiough  followed,  and  took  a 
review  of  the  ddferent  nieafurcs  that  had  been 
brought  forw.ard  Ky  our  prefent  Adminiftr.^- 
tion,  and  proved  tint  mod  of  their  plans 
had  been  futile,  ahiuid,  and  ridiculous,  aijd 
their  taxes  partial  and  upj'rellive.

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^cKating  upon  fubjcrts  not  before  rl'ie  Iloufc, 
Karl  of  Hiifb<nouj»h  vas  Oiongly  in  fjvor 
of  llKirifh  Tropofitious  ;  he  thought,  let  the 
phn  be  whofc  it  miglu,  it  wjs  a  very  excel¬ 
lent  onr  ;  he  licnirj  that  it  had  been  rejected 
by  the  Iiilh  Hniife  of  Coninums,  and  hoped 
that  it  never  wovilJ.  He  anxioully  vvifhtd 
ro  fee  the  nmtl  cordial  conne^iiwi  betv^cfn 
the  f^'o  kingdom^,  and  the  time,  vyhen  there 
tftnuld  be  no  d.ftin^tion  bciwcen  an  linglifh- 
man  and  an  Irifhman — He  was  an  old  in4n, 
and  might  not  live  to  fee  it,  but  he  was  toii- 
6dczU,  uiilefs  funicthing  of  that  kind  took 
place,  Ireland  would  he  the  place  where  our 
frrt  foe  would  commence  hofliliiics.

HK  IlQufc  having  returned  from  the 
Lords,  two  new  Members  took  tne 
oaths  and  their  feat.s. 

His  M  ijdty’s  Speech  having  been  read  by 
Ihc  Speaker,  Mr.  John  Smith,  after  ex;\i- 
lutiug  on  the  fvibj^  of  it,  inovcd  that  an 
humble  Addrefs  be  pretcnicd  to  his  M  »ielty 
for  hisnvill  gracious  Speech  fromthe  Tlmme; 
Ihc  .Adilrefs  was  an  echo  to  tlie  Speech. 

Mr.  Addington  fetondtd  the  motion  ;  he 
dwelt  upon  lire  motives  of  harmony  whxh 
ought  to  cement  all  parties,  from  the  gemMal 
profpe^t  of  aflbirnce  .and  profpeiity  in  the 
ivilitMi ;  and  lecommcnded,  lli.at  in  fudi  cir- 
<■^lmttance^  of  puMic  iunvirtancr,  ih»*  piiv.-rc 
\»ews  of  indivu'Uils  fhou’tl  Iw'  i.icntn.eil  to 
flic  geneial  wtlfarr  ;  fnch  h<*  ieco;nniendi*d 
totl’.c  Hoiite,  alluding  to  the  nieiition  of  lie- 
Luiil. 

Lord  Siurev  oppofed  the  Ailihey,  from 
an  entire  want  of  confidence  in  the  preler.t 
aJmintllralion.  Kirtf,  to  the  pn.uiccs  fiou- 
rifhlng,  as  lie.  sv.is  gl.ad  to  acknowlcge  they 
weir,  he  allowed  no  merit,  for  every  |>l.m 
w.as  bungled  foasto  be  noiwIfcChve,  or  iin- 
pri'perJy  ;Kliipted;  for  h«>w  could  the  empire 
K*  goixl,  \s  twn  the  component  pairs  fep.i- 
mfcly  wne  defei^ive  ?  The  mention  of  Ire¬ 
land  deprivnl  him  of  all  loxt  of  confidence, 
nt»w  that  Miniltcts  were  fstling  ;*b()ut  a 
treaty  with  rr.ance.  1  he  e.\|’env'’ce  of  the 
PiovHifitions  for  that  c«>untty  maile  him  doubt 
of  ilieii  e.ip u'itv,  hut  itirv  luivcIivJ  anacrjiii- 
fiti*»n  linctj  tlut  .affair;  :ui  Hon.  llentleman 
(Mr.  r.*len'.  whom  hr  did  not  fee  in  hi>  |daie, 
b.hl  contributed  that  knowletige,  which  was 
rootpicuoiis  in  him,  to  a  pirtv  that  were  ne.. 
fcilitaicd  t«»  hx>k  for  it  from  annii'igtf  tlum- 
felvcs  :  (oincthing  might  h2  expected  fn  rn 
f!i.v  lefonrrr.  Tlie  I  itr  nt’W‘«  Irom  InOn 
alto  di»u.aahcd  his  camlidence,  ai  nvitteis 


were  diverfe  to  what  the  Miniflcr  .adrlful 
thegiiation  to  rely  on.  As  to  the  infiiiua- 
lion  of  Miniftry  to  expert  ns  to  maint.iin  a 
navy  always  cipi;.!  to  the  Home  of  iiouihun, 
luivc  we  any  fccurity  to  exilt  .u  a  nation  w  Iwa 
we  ceale  to  do  it  r  None.  His  Loidllnp 
tlicn  moved  .as  an  amendment  to  the  Addrei<, 
that  tlie  part  mentioning  IrcKind,  i-ic.  Ihould 
he  omitted. 

Mr.  Fox  feconded  the  motion,  and  ex- 
prelled  his  .allonlthment.il  a  S|x:eclifiom  the 
Throne,  in  which  Icarte  any  thing  was  men. 
tioned  ;  nay,  to  little  did  it  cunUu),  that  it 
feenied  to  him  if  it  were  only  .a  compli¬ 
ance  with  cultom  for  tlie  Miiiifter  to  put  it 
in  the  month  of  tlie  Sovereign  ;  and  io  in- 
foncliitive  in  every  thing,  that  when  ho 
viewed  it  with  .attention,  he  found  l»c  mutf 
Ipeak  to  wh.it  it  did  not  contain,  intlead  of 
any  tiling  it  did,  to  little  w.is  faid  about  w  h.at 
i.  of  tlie  utmoft  impoitancc  to  tins  uatKin, 
'I’h.it  the  revenue  is  encrcaling,  and  the  pub¬ 
lic  cred.t  tlourirtaing,  is  not  due  to  llie  mciits 
of  the  prelcnt  ailniiiiilfiation  ;  men  of  all 
parties  .igrcc  in  the  importance  of  ihefc  ob¬ 
jects,  and  .arc  cqiually  concerned  in  their 
profiierity.  The  nation  reiiieving  from  ;t 
war  in  which  the  h.atl  fuftained  unprece¬ 
dented  lollcs,  and  ce.ifing  ti)  reipiire  thole 
heavy  lo.ins  exj-iended  in  a  umlh^t  with  ene¬ 
mies  on  all  tides,  nuitt  recover  her  own  in¬ 
ternal  llrcngth  and  credit  of  courfe ;  nav,  if 
any  other  etticient  c.aufc  ex  died  to  the  rcito- 
r.ition  of  that  credit,  it  is  probahic  that  the 
exei  turns  of  the  Ibite,  confcious  of  i:s  iLaiger, 
have  been  tlut  caufe  as  niucli  .as  tiic  indiilli  y 
of  Minillcrs.  If  forr.e  lurplus  remains,  it 
may  he  found  to  he  veiy  llitle.  Mr-niion  is 
nude  of  the  mainlen.ance  of  our  navy  :  jt  has 
hf'cji  luiJ  by  my  noble  Fiiend,  that  the  mea- 
fureofou!  i  .irc  flmuM  l>r.  t.)  kecji  one  th.iC 
would  be  at>It  to  cope  w  ith  the  Houfe  of 
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Bjurbon  ;  hwi  I  .^gree  with  him,  aiul  50  far¬ 
ther,  for  ihc  floufc  of  H.uirbon  is  not  ouly 
our  natural  enemy,  but  even  the  States  of 
Hollaiul  arc  IcagucJ  agaiml  us  in  an  open 
ortcnfive  alliance,  which  incluiles  the  three 
tu1t  mantinae  Powers  in  Kurope,  aiul  no  one 
Itep  has  been  taken  by  our  Mijjiltry  to  foim 
any  alliance  that  can  counteract  ilvat  alliance. 

1  have  leen  tome  nme  after  this  treaty  was 
fu'iicJ,  our  AmSaflstlor,  Sir  James  Harri', 
prcientca  a  memorial  at  the  iiague,  reqvicll- 
ing  the  Slates  to  keep  tliemfelves  difcngagCi!, 
ai  overtures  from  England  were  to  be  made 
to  them.  I  muft  coufefs,  1  never  futTered 
more  confufion,  than  to  fee  a  perfon  of  that 
gnitlem  Ill’s  refpeClabiliiy  and  conff-ipaence  in 
loaukward  and  ridiculous  a  htuatu-m.  Two 
veaiT  ago  a  crifis  happened  in  the  atfairc  oV 
Europe,  of  which  our  Mmiftry  failed  to  avail 
themfclvcs.  The  cellion  of  the  Crimea  to 
the  Rullians  by  the  Turk-,  was  that  period  ; 
tut  now  Rullia,  lliough  on  the  point  of  re¬ 
newing  her  commercial  treaty  with  England, 
is  cniering  into  anolliei  of  ei^ual  confeipience 
with  France,  who  are  in  polTefllon  of  the 
port  of  (Joltenburgli,  in  Sweden.  France 
lias  encreafed  tier  marine  Itrength  to  a  pitch 
of  magnitude  w  hu  li  the  never  could  h  ive 
attained!,  if  thcic  were  any  pow’ci  by  land  to 
ihvert  fiei  attention  fuim  that  objeft,  .and 
which  the  mult  continue  to  augment,  whillt 
Ihe  lias  no  oppolitnwi  on  tfie  Continent.  'I'lie 
vague  account  in  the  S|-.eech  relative  to  the 
peimancncy  of  peace  in  Europe^  1  would 
fi.ivc  cxplainctl ;  whether  it  be  aii  allnfion  to 
tlie  quan  el  lately  made  up  between  the  Em- 
prrorandthe  Dutch,  or  docs  it  allude  to  the 
<*.erni:m  League,  to  which  his  Majelfy 
has  accetlcd  as  Eleiitor  of  Hanover  ?  If 
to  the  former,  the  imixirtanrc  is  hut  fmall 
t  >  us  ;  if  to  tile  latter,  tlieie  is  a  conlcqucncc 
which  is  not  immaterial.  T  he  greatefl  and 
molt  f('>rmidable  power,  howrever,  wliicli 
France  h  is  to  fear  by  land,  is  that  of  Auftria. 
That  Cnuii  is  diUihliged  by  our  being  bound 
by  tlic  condu<’\  of  the  Hanoverian  Minilfer, 
■wlio  ha.,  made  our  Soveieign  its  enemy  by 
tlue  concurrence  of  the  lii  itiih  Miniflry.  And 
this  decifioii  has  left  us  no  choice  ;  for  can 
w^  bcliolJ  his  Mijclly’s  German  vlominions 
the  viMim  of  war,  and  follow  our  own  in- 
tercll  ?  were  fuch  a  thing  to  fi.ippen  as  .a  nc- 
giKiation  between  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and 
London,  when  in  confcipjence  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  League,  Hanover  mull  become  the  ene¬ 
my  of  England,  and  the  Prince  who  rules 
both  mart  he  at  war  with  hlmfclf.  Though 
the  ruler  of  both  dominions  is  dilliiufl  in  law, 
he  is  one  in  faiit ;  and  the  loyalty  of  this  coun¬ 
try  would  fooner  induce  iC  to  facrifice  its 
nnmcdiaic  intereft,  tlian  fee  that  Sovereign, 
whofe  family  prelerved  its  iibcities,  in  fo 


liarraffed  a  fituation.  Th's  the  Miniftry 
ought  to  have  done,  and  Itroveby  that  means 
to  induce  the  Court  of  Vienna  to  UK>kforour 
alliance.  He  then  entered  into  a  difcullion 
of  Indian  afT.iii*s,  relative  to  the  rttum  of 
Ltird  Macartney,  and  the  reception  of  Mr. 
Pitt’s  bill.  He  next  advetted  to  Ireland, 
which,  he  faid,  front  t!ic  mifunderftanding 
between  this  and  that  country,  w.is  like  lw<» 
couafrics  at  war,  as  the  Irilh  rcjedled  all  that 
w.is  ottered — He  concluded  with  aircrting 
that  India  was  in  a  diltreiTed,  deplorable 
Hate. 

Mr.  Pitt  oppofed  his  alTertions  relative  to 
the  infignificance  of  the  fuqdus  intended  to 
reduce  the  national  debt  ;  he  alfertcd  that  he 
w’ouUl  produce,  at  the  proper  period,  an  ac¬ 
count,  .at  which  the  public  (hould  rejoice. 

Mr.  Martin  prailed  the  ccconomy  of  Mi- 
nirters,bnt  defired  to  know  whether  they  re¬ 
conciled  this  with  the  appuinCment  of  unne- 
cellary  officers — particul.irly  of  Lord  Cheftcr- 
lield,  who  had  been  two  years  AmbaltubK 
to  Spain  without  reaching  the  place  of  lus 
UelVmaiion. 

Mr.  Chancellor  Pitt  faid,  hcw.ts  appoint¬ 
ed  becaufe  they  believed  that  Spain  !ud  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Minifter  to  come  to  this  connti7  - 
biit  that  not  being  the  cafe.  Lord  ChcHer- 
held  was  recalled. 

The  question  was  par,  and  the  amend¬ 
ment  negatived  without  a  divifion. 

The  Addrcis  was  then  agreed  to. 

Jan.  25. 

Mr.  Smith  having  brought  up  the  report 
from  itie  Committee  who  had  been  appoint¬ 
ed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs  of  Thanks  to  lu^ 
Majelly  fur  his  molt  gracious  fiiccch  from 
the  Thron*, 

Lord  Surry  Hated,  tliat  as  it  lud  been  (aid 
in  the  fpeech  that  tiie  burthens  to  be  this  year 
la.d  on  the  public  would  be  very  fmall,  he 
bagged  to  know  whether  thefe  were  intei«l- 
cd  to  makegood  the  non.clfcilive  taxes;  iu 
that  cafe  he  would  not  oppofe  it  ;  but  if  it 
was  meant  to  extend  farther  tlian  this,  he 
certainly  would. 

Mr.  Fox  rofe,  lie  faid,  inmler  fome  de¬ 
gree  of  concern  from  what  Ind  been  Hated 
in  lalt  night's  debate  by  the  Right  Hon.  Gen¬ 
tleman,  in  relation  to  the  politics  of  tliis 
country,  as  contradiHinguifhed  from  thofe  of 
Hanover.  It  required,  in  his  opinion,  no 
great  forefight  to  (ireilicl  wlir.t  the  condutS 
of  this  coiuifry  w  ould  be  in  cafe  lU.tt  Electo¬ 
rate  were  attacked  or  invaded.  We  were  lied 
dovvu  to  the  politics  wdiich  liad  been  adopt¬ 
ed  right  or  wrong,  without  having  an  op¬ 
tion  which  fide  to  efpoufe  in  the  event  of  a 
Garmari  w'ar  ;  and  vve  wcie  reduced  to  this 
predicament  by  a  tranfaClion  in  which  the 
executive  power  h.id  ao  coacern^  for  which 
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there  was  no  rcfponfiblhty.  This  f^rurk  !i»s 
rniiMl  Lif\  night  as  it  tlul  now,  as  an  mltancc 
of  ixutlentioii,  for  which  he  knew  nu 
cicufe.  /  He  rr.fcirej  to  fcvcral  jnlhii.ccs 
wlikh  in  the  Hiitoiy  •-!  ICuiopc  tcinlcd  to  en¬ 
force  tins  iraluuin^.  Fi.iuovci  Ii.kI  involved 
this  coniitiyr  ;n  !u>lti!it.c,  und  ’  a  veiy  can. 
tious  Adniindhation.  And  tin.  a  a  time, 
when  an  iiiva.hon  was  tl.iiai  jptd  by  -Swe¬ 
den,  and  but  for  a  very  piovidn.tial  defeat 
W’ould  have  uktn  pl.u'»*,  out!,  very  accouiit. 
What  had  ^cen  mi;;ht  he  a^ai.'.  Nor  would 
the  Ian.:ju3ge  ot  ortirc  be  able  to  ;>rcvci'.:  what 
tne  fitatcitfM  of  Gre.it-Hiitain  rendered  una¬ 
voidable.  He  was  therefore  not  a  littic 
anxiovis  to  uiideilland  the  arrangement  by 
winch  this  ob.ioiis  conleijuenc*:  could  he  pre- 
venlctl.  H«>w  wiuild  the  parliament  he  able 
to  a^l  with  coi.liltcncy  .mu)  dignity  Ihoiild  the 
event  be  as  he  h.id  llatvd  it  ?  Who  was  an- 
fwcrablc  for  fulFeiinj  the  Government,  the 
interetts,  and  the  bo.iour  of  this  country,  to 
be  implicated  in  a  tic.aty  roncliuled  without 
the  concurrence,  the  confent,  or  even,  per¬ 
haps,  the  kiiowhdj^c  of  its  .Mnnlters  ?  He  did 
not  fee.  any  reaiuiis  of  dciic.icy  to  forbid  the 
mr-ft  accur.lc  a’-leni.oii  to  ihefe  circumltanccs. 
Thofe  wlio  were  Ihy  of  difciilling  tl»e  luhjciil, 
did  not  know  the  rcl.»tive  and  proj'cr  litua- 
tioii  of  Great* r.Mt.»in,  or  were  not  aware  of 
its  confetpicncc  to  her  pmfpci  ity.  He  :l;tic- 
forc  hopcil  the  Mioifttr  would  view  the  Inli- 
jeit  in  this  important  I’.gin,  and  give  the 
Houfc  and  tlie  public  tli.it  latisfadiun  wliali 
they  lo  much  leipiiitd. 

The  Ctiancelku-  of  tlie  Exchequer  owned 
that  he  was  not  fin  puled  to  lind  the  Hon. 
Cientlcman  occupying  liic  ground  he  did. 
But  h=  fruited  the.  Houle  w  ould  not  expect 
that,  iiotwithltandiog  all  they  had  hcnwl,  he 
ihould  forget  the  dih i eiior.ai y  tmlt  uliali 
vv.as  lixlged  by  tlie  coollitution  in  the  iri\  ants 
of  tl‘C  Crown.  '1  lie  Kiglit  Hon.  (ienlle- 
man’s  argunuMit  tended  to  depiive  iheHa- 
novel  un  Govern  me*  I  It  of  all  iiidcpcniience  and 
reli'oiifibility,  and  to  pledge  this  coimtiy  in 
the  dcepclt  and  moll  univcrr.U  manner  lor  its 
piefcrvntu'n  in  all  lelpeCts  wlcitfoevcr  ;  lo 
that  the  Miuilter  on  evciy  emergency  migbl 
•Hedge,  that  while  there  w.is  alhillmg  in  ilic 
Britilh  Trcafuiy,  or  a  drop  of  bloiKi  in  the 
Empire,  every  ncr\'e  and  power  vve  polfel- 
fed  was  to  be  exerted  in  its  iHihall.  Wliat 
did  the  Honour.'iblc  Gentleman  lay,  but  ilut 
notw  ithit-ndinglhc  Miniltci  fin-  the  time  had 
declared  tlul  this  Goveiiiment  was  not  con¬ 
cerned  in  l lie  late  league  winch  bad  i.iken 
place  un  the  Continent,  the  countr)*  Itill  was, 
and  that  the  opinion  ot  the  executive,  jxwvci 
in  tlut  matter  was  not  to  be  rel.cd  on.

Twelve  centuries  having  now  elapfcd  fince 
the  rife  of  the  Turkilh  empire,  a  tradition  is 
revived,  which  fays,  thfl^attci  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  taoo  years  from  tlic  famous  Hegira, 
we  fhould  behold,  if  not  a  golden  ag-,  an 
age,  at  halt,  in  which  thin;'s  w'ould  take  a 
new  turn  with  refpe^d  to  the  Muilulincn  ;  at 
which  period  three  great  men  were  to  ap¬ 
pear,  in  order  to  purify  the  Mahometan  Re¬ 
ligion,  and  defend  it  againil  the  infidels.

Superhition  is 
every  where  innocent,  where  it  is  neither 
prote^lcd  nor  pcrfrcutrd  ;  and  let  your  dii* 
ration  be,  if  podiblc,  equal  to  that  of  the 
World.— Amek.” 

3.  De  Charreron,  or  Count  de  Chamc- 
ron,  as  he  now  calls  hiinfclt,  who  lobhrd 
a'ld  to  vilUir.ou'.'.y  treated  Mr.  Mackay  foinc 
Uine  ago,  as  related  in  a  former  Magazine,  is^ 
by  vfper  ot  ibe  Krench  Niiuiitci,  rrn^oved 


to  the  Baffile,  where  he  has  already  fuiTered 
the  piiniihinent  of  the  rack  once. 

Atlvices  are  rrcrivcd  from  Gibraltar,  that 
GoNcriior  Kltott  has  at  Ung'h  procurid  th« 
rcicjlc  of  fouriccn  hngiilh  captives,  who 
had  hern  t.'kcri  in  a  velf.  I  itom  l.tlbvtii  to 
Malaga,  laden  with  propeity  beh  nging  to 
f«>mc  Poriuguefc  nirrchanis,  and  carried 
into  .\!gicrs  by  one  rd  the  Dry's  Coi  lairs  in 
the  month  of  F..bruary  Ull,  ftnee  which 
time  to  tfic  ihtfi  of  November  they  had 
been  detained  in  llaviry,  in  which  they 
were  obliged  to  work  very  hard  tor  the  fm 
two  moniiis  of  thrir  captivity  :  but  after* 
wards,  on  making  it  knowm  that  they  \ecre 
fubjcCls  of  Greai-Biitain,  and  only  g  mg 
as  paffengeis  in  the  Poilugucfe  vtfTel,  ilicir 
W'ork  was  coufiderabl v  alirviatrd,  and  by 
means  of  Mr.  Dvrr,  a  merchant  in  a  pufilic 
capacity  at  'Algiers,  in  aoncert  with  the 
Governor  cf  Gihialtar,  tr.ry  were  rehafed 
by  the  Dry’s  order,  and  fent  back  in  au 
Lnglilh  Hoop  ot  wa*  as  a  prefent  to  Gene* 
ral  Limit,  which  was  the  D,:y's  own  vx« 
prt  flion.

eiiijicly  10  the  difcreti4>n  of  their  inrtnbcrs, 
and  lul»'pel  to  no  kind  of  dirr£llon,  may  oc- 
c  ailon  iM.iiiy  exi cifes,  equally  injurious  to  re¬ 
ligion  and  good  morals;  Us  alio  induce  the 
(u]>rriors,  in  cordcqiu ncc  ot  a  tanaiiCrfl  fel¬ 
low  Hop,  t«»  deviate  liom  ihc  llriH  path  of 
redtiliule,  in  legird  to  th..fe  who  air  ihcir 
dcoendanis,  hut  not  initiat'd  into  the  niyf- 
tciicsot  itnir  order,  and,  in  fine,  occaHon 
great  and  nredlels  expeners.  .Already  hav« 
other  pi)weis  forbid  all  fiich  aifcintilies  ;  al¬ 
ready  have  the  mcinbeis  been  brought  to 
exemplary  punilhnrcn»s,  bcczulc  ificir  Ic- 
crets  were  not  univcrially  known.  Although

•sT  1‘evercl  Point,  on  her  outw’ard'bouTid 
sr«yage  to  B-ngal. 

'I  he  pilot  had  bft  thr  O.ip  on  Tnefday 
noon  :  after  which  (hr  faiUii  down  the  Chan- 
rifl  with  a  fair  w  nd  till  ationt  tour  o’clock 
on  Wcdmfday  ii'orning,  when  a  xery  hard 
gale  with  a  heavy  fall  of  (now  came  on,  by 
w'hich  the  Iblp  received  lo  much  damage  as 
lr>  admit  fix  feel  xvaici  into  i!ie  hold.  About 
eleven  o'clock  on  Wednefday  rnorn  ng,  when 
ihfx  thom>bt  thex'  were  between  the  I.izard 
and  Start  Points,  iney  cut  away  the  main 
and  mlrrn  mal)'.  thi  n  wore  fbip,  and  en- 
deavouretl  to  ma’tce  Po  ttmoulh  undii  jury- 
mads.  Phex-  flood  up  the  Channel  on  Wed- 
refdax*  afirriUMui,  and  all  the  day  t>n  rhurf- 
day.  In  thr  afternotrn  of  the  latl  mentioned 
day,  a  heavy  gale  blew  from  the  fouth,  which 
by  degrees  drove  them  on  a  lcc-fho»-c.  in 
fpste  of  .*11  their  endeavours  to  avoid  it.  Uc- 
ixvcui  one  and  two  o’clock  cn  Friday  niorn- 
iiig  liiev  faw  land,  and  came  to  anchor,  'at 
wfvsrii  iLrv  rode  ain»ui  an  hour.  But  having 
e.nhrr  driven  or  parted,  they  then  let  go  the 
only  anchor  left  them,  with  which  they 
x»  erc  ufiaMo  to  bring  u;>  the  Ihip,  as  thr  hur- 
iicane  coiit'inufd  to  increafi-.  In  this  lld’e 
tHj-ve'.Tc!  drove  uprn  the  tf»  ks  at  ‘liie 
be.id-’and  of  .S?.  Alban’s,  abi'ut  three  leagues 
to  the  rail  of  Portland,  and  in  Ufs  than  an 
hour  was  da  filed  to  pieces.

F-lizabeth  RIaekburn,  Mlfs  Anne  ^fanfrll, 
and  about  160  or  170  feainrn  and  foldiers. 

OHicers  faved - Mr.  Henry  Mcriton,  fe- 

coiid  mate;  Mr.  Rogers,  third  ditto;  Mr. 
Daniel,  fixth  ditto  ;  Mr.  Duncan  Macdo¬ 
nald,  and  Mr.  McManus,  niidlhipinen,  with 
40  framen,  and  25  foldiers. 

Mr.  Meriton  was  driven  from  on  board 
the  Halfewell  on  the  rtKk,  by  a  very  heavy 
fra  breaking  over  the  fbip,  jull  before  xs'hich 
Capt.  Pierce  afked  him,  it  he  thought  any 
thing  could  be  done  for  the  faiety  o(  the  la¬ 
dies;  he  replied  it  was  impoffible.  Upon 
which  the  Captain,  addiefTing  himfelf  to  hia 
da  tghters,  and  enfolding  tbem  in  his  arms, 
laid,  “  The  I*,  my  dear  children,  we  will  pe- 
nih  together  the  Ibip  difappeared  in  a  few 
nr.nuti  s. 

Mr.  Tliompfon,  the  qnarter-mafler,  was 
the  firfl  who  climbed  up  the  rock  and  got 
on  fhorc  ;  hr  faw  a  light  about  a  mile  ojF,  to 
which  he  went  :  the  prop  c  very  humanely 
came  down  with  him  to  the  fhorc  with 
ropes,  whicii  wcrctlic  means  of  faving  many 
lives,  though  fevc^al,  after  being  drawn  part 
of  the  way  up  tiic  rock,  fiom  fatigue  let 
go  their  hold,  and  were  dafhrd  to  pieces. 

The  chief  mate  ot  the  unfortunate  Halfe- 
well  Kafl'Indiaman  faid,  in  the  fatal  mo¬ 
ment  when  the  fecond  mate  was  quilting  the 
fliip,  that  he  would  die  w  ith  his  uncle  the 
Captain,  and  his  cotirms  the  Mifs  Pierces  ; 
foi  were  he  to  leave  fuch  dear  relatives  bc- 
h  nd  him,  he  could  only  cx^cll  thewoill  of 
deaths— to  be  diicarded  for  ever  from  the 
fervice. 

Of  Captain  Pierce’s  two  daughters,  the 
eldcll  was  only  fevcntcen,  and  the  yuungcfl 
but  fi'tcen  years  of  age. 

Captain  Pierce  has  left  behind  him  a  wife 
and  f  veil  children. 

Thebody  of  tiic  uubirfunatc  Capt.  Pierce 
was  afterwartis  found  at  Chrifl-Churcb,  near 
twenty  miles  from  Pnrbtrk,  where  part  of 
tile  wreck  fiath  alio  floated  alhorc,  and  ma¬ 
ny  other  dead  bodies. 

t.xtrafi  oj  a  Lt'er  from  a  Cl:rg\>na}i  in  the  IVeJl 
cf  England  tc  his  Friend  in  London^ 

“  I'lic  India  Ihip,  xvlnch  Itruek  at  two 
o’cfoc’ic  in  the  morning,  was  fo  entirely  beat 
to  pieces,  that  nothing  but  the  whole  ocean 
covered  with  her  fragments  could  have  per-* 
fiiadcd  me  fhe  had  ever  been  drifted  thither. 
In  the  different  rcccfri.s  of  the  rocks,  a  con- 
fufed  heap  of  boards,  broken  malls,  chells, 
trunks,  and  dead  boslies  wnc  huddled  loge- 
t*.er,  and  the  face  of  thr  wa'ers,  as  far  as  the 
eye  could  extrnd,  beflrcwf  d  with  floating 
carcaflfs,  tables, .  chairs,  caiks,  and  part  of 
every  oilier  article  in  thr  viffil. 

“  Ot  thr  whole  crew  about  70  xx'f  r<  faved, 
mollly  failois.  I  ne  fecond  mate,  a  (tout 
young  man,  afrended  the  cliffs  without  help, 
i»*it  bow  it  is  impoffible  to  tell,  nor  could  he 
himfelf,  as  they  are  nearly  p?i pt ndjcnlar  ; 
a  few  others  were  equally  foitnnatr,  hv  be¬ 
ing  cart  »cu  on  pieces  ol  she  wreck  to  parts 
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fnorc  c*fily  to  be  afcended.  The  fourth  mate 
and  about  40  of  the  mrn  followed  the  fccond. 
mate  at  far  as  they  dared,  and  then  waited 
in  painful  fufpence  till  they  were  drawn  up 
by  a  lopc  let  down  by  the  men  w  lio  work,  in 
the  quarries.  Another  party  of  30,  worie 
fituatcd,  or  unable  to  a  higher  part,  were 
feen  to  he  walhed  (ram  the  lock  on  which 
they  (food  by  one  furious  wave,  at  the  re¬ 
turn  of  the  tide  in  the  morning. 

**  The  arrival  of  Mr.  Jonci  and  myfelf 
proved  fortunate  for  about  twenty  more  un¬ 
happy  wretches,  who  were  diicovercd  under 
the  (h‘  Iter  of  a  larj^e  chafm  in  the  rock,  about 
30  Icet  from  the  bottom.  The  quarrirrs  were 
worn  out'With  fatigue,  cold,  wet.  and  hun- 
g  r  ;  and  were  more  eager  to  get  their  fliare 
of  two  cafks  of  fpirils  which  hail  bcenjiilt 
frnt  them,  than  to  attend  to  the  cries  of  Uie 
(utTcrers  below  ;  nor  was  there  one  peifon 
attending  of  fufHrient  authority  to  encourage 
or  dirc£i  tlieip*  Our  prefcuic  occaiioned  a 
proper  application  of  the  liquor,  prevented 
ail  intoxication,  and  laved  many  of  them 
from  tumbling  down  the  precipice,  and  our 
protnilesof  reward  cheered  them  to  proceed 
with  vigour,  till  we  had  drawn  up  every  one 
that  remained  alive. 

“  I'bc  method  of  faving  thefe  lad  was  fin- 
gular,  and  dors  honour  to  the  humanity  and 
intrepidity  of  the  quarriers.  The  diilance 
from  the  lop  of  the  precipice  to  the  cranny 
was  about  bo  feet,  with  a  projrtfion  of  the 
rock  of  about  eight  feet ;  ten  of  tiiefe  feet 
formed  a  declivity  to  the  edge,  and  the  re- 
rnaWring  50  feet  were  quite  pcrpcndicuLr. 
On  the  very  brink  of  the  precipice  flood  two 
daring  fellows,  a  rope  being  tied  round 
their  bodies,  and  faflcncd  above  to  a  flrong 
iion  bar,  fixed  in  the  ground  ;  behind  them, 
in  like  manner,  two  more  and  two  more. 
A  large  cable  alfo,  properly  fccured,  pafird 
between  them,  by  which  they  ini,;ht  hold 
and  fupport  tfieinfclves  from  falling  ;  they 
then  let  down  a  rope,  with  a  noofe  ready 
fixed,  below  the  cavern,  and  the  wind  blow* 
ing  hard,  forced  it  under  the  proj  ^tiiig 
ruck  iufbcicntiy  for  the  men  to  lay  hold  of. 
—  Whoever  caught  it  put  the  noofe  round 
his  wrifl ;  and  after  efcapiiig  from  one  cle¬ 
ment,  committed  himfclf,  in  full  fwing,  to 
another,  in  which  he  dangled  till  he  was 
drawn  up  with  great  care  and  caution. 

**  W'c  biought  up  18  in  this  manner, 
three  died  before  we  could  afliil  them  ;  they 
were  all  fcnfclefs  when  we  received  them, 
and  fadly  bruifed  ;  but  we  had  brought 
cherry  brandy  and  gingerbread  with  us,  and 
by  fupplying  them  with  fmall  quantilic.<i  of 
thefe,  .we  loon  recovered  them,  and  font 
them  to  a  farm  houfc,  where  every  pofllblc 
aliillancc  was  given.” 

8.  The  weather  lafl  week  w’as  perhaps  the 
moil  extraordinary  (or  the  fcc Ton  that  this 
part  of  Europe  has  aycr  been  witmls  to. 
Thunder  and  lightning  at  the  time  of  frolt 
heavy  foow  arc  phcaora.'ua  ia  our 


ifland  ;  yet  thefe  abfolutely  happened  at  oac 
and  the  fame  time.  The  Thifbe  (rigaie, 
which  carried  Lord  Keppel  to  Italy,  ber 
rriura  met  with  tl»e  fame  Uorrn  at  the  chops 
of  the  Cfianurl  wnicn  proved  fo  fatal  to  toe 
ilalfeweli  Ealt*lndiainan.  1  he  liglttuissf 
came  on  with  fuc!i  violence  as  to  iiiike  the 
men  down  upon  the  deck,  though  luckily 
they  (oon  lecovcrcd.  Tin*  «uailt  were  fp!a(« 
and  the  rigging  torn  from  them,  fo  as  to 
make  it  nrccfiaiy  to  cut  them  quite  away  to 
clear  the  wreck. 

Lafl  Eridav  night  a  very  fin:^i1ar  robbery 
took  place  :  A  gentleman,  wtth  difpatcUca 
troin  our  Ambaliador  at  Paiis,  bring  in  a 
poll-chaife  dnving  to  1  he  Secretary  of  State's 
Oflicc,  was  fiiddrnly  flo|)p<*il  in  P4]]-.Vfall 
by  two  fellows,  who  cut  the  itaccs  of  ihc 
chaif*.  I  hc  gentleman  bring  alatmed  at  fo 
uiirxpr6^id  a  lii>ppagr,  and  licanng  a  noilr, 
luddcnly  leap  d  out,  w  nrn  the  villains  foi- 
cibly  anil  artfully  t¥tjk  i'jj  the  JtfpuUhts^  and 
rvciy  other  article  that  w-ts  in  me  cliaife.— 
Copies  of  the  above  thlpa.cnes  have  bcem 
fince  received  by  anoifiei  melfrngcr. 

Three  miles  from  Ulcnlicim  titrre  is  a 
porirqit  of  Sir  Henry  Lee,  w  ith  a  mafltH 
clog  which  laved  his  life.  It  feems,  a  f<r« 
vant  had  formed  tlie  detign  of  alfafli  valing 
his  mailer  and  robbing  the  houfc;  but  the 
night  he  had  fixed  on,  the  dog,  which  liod 
never  been  muc'o  noticed  by  Sir  Hrmy,  lor 
the  ^rji  ttmty  followed  him  up  Hairs,  got 
under  his  bed,  aud  aoild  not  be  got  from 
thence  by  either  nultt  r  or  man  :  in  the  dead 
of  the  night  the  fame  fcivant  entered  th« 
rtxim  to  execute  his  horrid  dclign,  but  was 
inflantiy  fcizcd  by  the  dog,  and  bring  fe- 
cured  cunfrllcd  his  intention.  There  are 
ten  quaint  lines  in  one  corner  of  the  pi^urcy 
which  conclude  t  hus :  ^

q.  .Arrived  m  town  from  the  Eafl- Indies, 
Lord  .Vlacaiincy.  His  Lordfhipcome  in  tha 
Swallow  packet,  which  failed  trom  Calcut¬ 
ta  on  the  i6ih  of  AugnO.  His  Lordfhip 
continued  fcvcral  days  in  Calcutta  previoua 
to  the  arrival  of  the  difputches  of  ti:e  Couit 
of  Dire^ors  containing  his  Lordihip's  ap¬ 
pointment  of  (joveriu  r-Griural  of  beiigaf. 
Immediately  oil  their  arrival  T.lr.  Maepher- 
fon  dilpatched  his  Secretary,  announcing  tht 
app.iintmi  lit,  and  his  readinefs  10  relinquifh 
tfic  GovernmcntwhencvcF  his  Lordfhip  might 
think  pro|>cr  to  accept  it.  To  this  pfopotal 
his  Loralhip  dclired  a  few  davs  betbre  he 
g.ive  an  anfwer.  The  leafon  aiTigned  for  his 
Lordinip’s  delay  arofe  from  the  circuan- 
flancc  of  the  can U'lincfs  of  the  meffenger 
who  Was  charged  with  the  difpaiches  having 
left  his  LorcUhip's  private  letters  at  Madras  : 
on  ihc  r  ariival  a  tew  days  afterwards,  his 
Lordlhip  frill  liis  p«>fitive  anfwer,  that  it 
W'as  his  determination  not  to  accept  the  Go¬ 
vernment*  at  the  fame  tunc  declaring  hit 
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iatentiont  of  embarking  immediately  for 
Kuropc. 

Lord  Macartney  has,  it  is  faid,  during  the 
ILort  day  he  made  in  InHia,  accumulat'd 
4e>noul.  lierling.  With  this  fum  he  is  con¬ 
tent  ;  and  to  (hew  that  he  has  gained  it  fair¬ 
ly,  he  has  given  to  the  Court  ot  Directors, 
upon  oath,  a  lull  and  clear  liatement  of  the 
fame. 

The  Swallow  packet  left  Bengal  the  tSth 
of  Augult.  The  only  pafTcn^ers  on  hoard 
were  Lord  Macartney,  Mr.  Moore,  and  Capf. 
Cnurch  of  the  toad  rrgirneni.  She  brings 
the  agreeable  news  of  all  ;ite  Company’s 
Ciiina  (hips  having  arrived  iaic  at  Madras, 
and  failed  tor  China.

15.  The  acermnts  which  were  received 
fi^m  the  Continent  by  the  m  <ilf  of  Saturday 
are  equally  (hocking  w'lth  thofe  that  our  own 
coalU  afforded  by  the  late  llorms.  Several 
veifeU  were  loll  between  Dunkirk  and  Havre, 
but  the  coail  of  Holland  has  be<n  more  fatal 
to  many  Dutch ;  the  coali  being  literally 
ftrewed  with  wrecks. 

16.  The  fclhon  ended  at  the  Old  Bailey, 
when  fcntcncc  of  death  was  patfed  on  feven 
convkfs  :  24  were  ordered  to  be  tranfported  ; 

14  to  be  imprifoned  and  kept  to  hard  labour 
ID  the  houfe  of  corre6lion  *,  fix  to  be  whip¬ 
ped  ;  two  impiifoncd  in  Newgate;  and 
16  difeharged  by  proclamation. 

Amongd  the  prifoners  capitally  conviflcd 
at  this  fcflton  was  John  Hogan,  a  mulatto, 
from  the  Madeiras,  for  the  wilful  murder  of 
Ann  Hunt,  a  fervarttto  Mr.  Orrell,  in  Char- 
lotte-ftrcct\  near  Portland  Chapel,  on  Sun¬ 
day  the  eSih  of  June  lalt,  in  a  moll  (hock¬ 
ing  manner,  by  cutting  her  throat  in  three 
diifcrcnt  places,  quite  through  the  wind¬ 
pipe,  dabbing  her  in  the  bread,  breaking 
one  of  her  arms,  fraflurtng  her  (kull,  beat¬ 
ing  in  one  of  her  eyes,  and  other  mortal 
wounds  and  bruifes,  of  which  (he  langulfhed 
a  (hort  time,  and  died.  It  appeared  on  the 
Criai,  that  the  pnConer  was  a  porter  to  a 
rhairinakcr  of  whom  Mr.  Orrell  had  bought 
fome  chairs,  and  Tent  them  by  him;  that 
he  got  acquainted  with  the  deceafed  by  the 
prf  frnt  of  a  ribbon,  and  often  vifiicd  her  on 
a  Sunday  during  the  abfence  of  the  fam  ly  ; 
that  on  the  day  he  committed  the  fa6l,  as  he 
acknowledged  to  a  woman  with  whom  he 
cohabited,  and  who,  about  a  fortnight  fince, 
was  d'.fcovcrcd  providentially  by  a  cloak  of 
Mrs.  Oirell’s,  which  by  the  de(irc  of  the 
prifoncr  (he  had  pawned  in  the  Borough,  he 
had  attempted  to  foicc  the  decrafed  to  fub- 
mit  to  his  unchade  defires,  which  (he  refill¬ 
ing,  he  therefore  perpretated  the  horrid 
murder.  And 

This  morning  John  Hogan  was  taken 
from  Newgate  in  a  cart,  and  executed  on  a 
gibbet  CTcflcd  oppofitc  Mr.  Oircli’s  houfe. 
Jud  before  being  turned  off,  the  prifoncr 
bowed  four  times  to  the  populace,  and,  in 
an  audible  voice,  cnnlcffcd  himlelf  guilty 
of  the  murder,  for  which,  he  laid,  he  had 
been  jullly  condemned  to  die. 

At  the  above  fiifion  alfo  came  on  the  trial 
of  Mcff.  Goodridge  and  Evans,  on  an  indidl- 
ment  for  forging  the  will  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Sawtell,  formerly  of  Saffron-hill,  tallow- 
chandler,  with  intent  to  defraud  Mr.  Da¬ 
niel  Slark,  of  Ncwgaic-Urcet.  The  calc 
was  opened  by  Sir  Thomas  Davenport, 
counfel  for  the  profccution,  and  con¬ 
tinued  upwards  of  two  hours*.  WitnelFcs 
were  then  called  to  fupport  the  chvge.  The 
chief  of  thrfc  was  an  attorney,  who  proved, 
that  at  the  inffigation  of  the  prifoners  he 
trade  the  will  in  favour  of  one  of  the  Good- 
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ridges,  who  was  appointed  in  it  executor 
and  refiduary  legatee.  On  his  crofs  exsmi* 

Oaiion  by  Mr.  Krfkine  he  varied  in  inanv 
particulars,  as  d  .d  fome  other  of  the  witncl- 
fes  of  the  profccution,  and  it  was  proved^ 
that  he  had  fworn  dire^ly  contrary  to  the 
evidence  he  now  gave  in  a  caufe  dcpeiuiinc 
in  Dudors  Commons,  to  try  the  validity  of 
the  will  ;  fcvcral  otlicr  witnelTca  however 
were  called  in  confirmation  of  his  evidence, 
and  about  half  pad  ten  at  night  the  profecu- 
tor  finilheJ  his  cafe.  The  prifoners  counfel 
then  began  their  defence,  which  laded  till 
pall  four  Sunday  morning,  when  the  evi¬ 
dence  given  by  the  attorney  and  fome  other# 
were  flatly  contradiAed  in  certain  very  ma¬ 
terial  circumdances,  and  feveral  witneffra 
were  examined  as  to  the  relationlhip  and  af- 
feftion  between  the  deccafed  and  the  wife 
of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Goodridge,  and  a  great 
numbejr  of  rcfpcdablc  per  Tons  tedified  the 
univrrlal  good  chara6ler  of  the  prifoners. 

The  Judge,  notwithllanding  his  great  fatigue, 
fnllv  lummed  up  the  evidence,  with  obfer- 
vations  on  it,  and  the  Jury  in  about  five  mi¬ 
nutes  after,  and  without  going  out  of  courts 
pronounced  a  vcrdi£l  of  Not  Guilty. 

The  capital  convi£l$  whofe  executions  have 
been  refpited,  have  further  received  hia 
Majefty’s  mercy  on  the  following  condition 
of  tranfportation,  vi/.  five  to  Africa  for  fe¬ 
ven  years  ;  thirty-nine  to  parts  beyond  fcas, 
as  his  Majrlly  fliall  think  it  fit,  for  fevea 
years,  and  fix  for  their  natural  lives ;  and 
five  women  on  condition  of  being  kept  to 
hard  labour  in  the  houfe  of  corrcflion,  three  i 

of  them  for  twelve  months,  and  two  for  fix

iH.  An  arret  has  pafled  the  fea?  of  France,  j 

in  virtue  of  which  all  foreigners,  of  any  reli¬ 
gion  whatever,  will  be  enabled  to  fettle  in 
Fiance,  and  purchafe  land,  Ac.  at  natives. 

7  his  is  done  with  a  view  to  encourage  fo¬ 
reign  manufa6lorics,  and  will  certainly  be 
the  means  of  improving  the  kingdom.
